BEDRIDDEN MANY YEARS 

Charles C. Collyer aged 52 years 
of East Weymouth, who Injured his 
spine by a fall while painting a 
building in Quincy 2G years ago died 
Tuesday at his home at 24 Water 
street, after being restricted to his 
bed for 2tl years. In 1S93 Collyer 
was at work on a staging in Quincy 
when it collapsed and lie was 
thrown to the ground, fracturing 
hts spine. 

Specialists were consulted, hut 
their skill was unavailing and the 
lower part of Collyer’s body had 
been completely paralyzed since the 
accident. Me was cared for by 
his parents until their death, and 
since a year ago he lias lived with 
his brother, Thomas F. Collyer. . 

Collyer was a native of Weymouth 
and before the accident was a mem¬ 
ber of tho fire department, serving 
I several years as captain of the

Sweden Is expected to make n loud 
wiiil over the report of the Baltic com¬ 
mission of the peace conference. It 
recommends that the Aland Islands at 
the mouth of the Gulf of Bothnia, 
which Sweden hns clulined, be neu¬ 
tralized under the guaranty of the 
League of Nations. The Swedes are 
not In high favor with the allies and 
any protest they may make is not like¬ 
ly to be considered. 


Mr. Taft's Plan of Interpretive 
Reservations May Solve the 
Treaty Problem. 


Some of the senators, and perhaps 
n great many other people, do not 
agree with Mr. Tuft that the Shantung 
affair has been exaggerated. Mr. Wil¬ 
son is said to have explained to cer¬ 
tain of his callers that the other pence 
makers, entangled In secret treaties, 
left to him the settlement of that an¬ 
noying matter and that it was neces¬ 
sary to yield so much to Japan in or¬ 
der to assure her joining the League 
of Nations. It was believed he might 
now bring some pressure to bear to 
persuade Japan to declnre formally 
her intention to return the province 
to China within a short period of time. 
That, of course, would do much to si¬ 
lence the criticism against the clause. 
The Japanese, however, are not dis¬ 
playing n very compliant spirit lately. 
They have vigorously denied the story 
that the Shantung settlement was in 
exchange for the Japanese withdrawal 
of the racial equality clause from the 
league covenant, and the intimation Is 
plain that they will renew luter their 
demand for the Inclusion of such a 
clause. Also there Is open opposition 
In Japan to participating in the inter¬ 
national tribunal to try the former 
kaiser, based on the assertion that 
such action would have a bud effect 
on the Japanese people. 

The British parliament hns ratified 
the pence treaty with Germany unan¬ 
imously, and also has adopted .the 
Anglo-French ulliunce bill. 


President Wilson Rebuffed by Foreign 
Relations Committee—Austria Gets 
Her Peace Terms — News 
From Russia Not Cheerful 
—More Trouble With 
Mexico. 


Our relations with Mexico seemed to 
be approaching the well-known cltmai, 
ns they have been Intermittently for 
years. Senators and representatives 
from the border states clamor for in¬ 
tervention, more Americans are killed 
or kidnaped or robbed by Mexicans, 
Interested European nations become 
more and more exasperated by the 
chaotic conditions below the ltlo 
Grande, but the administration keeps 
its own councils, giving no intimation 
of its intentions, if it has any. Among 
the recent outrages to be reported 
were an nttnek by armed Mexicans on 
n boatload of sailors from the U. S. 
ship Cheyenne near Tampico and the 
robbery of about $10,000 from the 
I’uerto Lobos station of the Atlantic 
Belining company. Some trifles were 
stolen from the sailors and the Mexi¬ 
can government says it was their own 
fault because they disregarded warn¬ 
ings und went into rebel territory. 
Most of the other outrages the Car¬ 
ranza ofticluis try weakly to explain 
away. 

Henry P. Fletcher, ambassador to 
Mexico, appeared before a house com¬ 
mittee and said that, although hun¬ 
dreds of Americans had been killed in 
Mexico in the last few years, und 50 
since February, 1917, he had never 
heard of the prosecution or conviction 
of any Mexican for the murder of an 
American. He thinks, however, that 
nothing would be gained by withdraw¬ 
al of our recognition of the Carranza 
government And lifting of the embargo 
on arms. 

Word was brought from Chihuahua 
City to El Paso that Villa nud General 
Angeles had disbanded their forces un¬ 
til September und were going to Japan 
to obtain arms and ammunition for a 
renewal of their revolution.

William H. Taft, actuated by the two 
Worthy motives of trying to aid in the 
speedy stabilizing of world pence and 
of nvertlng possible disaster to his par¬ 
ty in the next presidential elections 
made n notable contribution last week 
toward the ratification of the pence 
treaty and League of Nations covenant 
by the senate. In letters to Republican 
National Chairman Hays he suggested 
u way in which he thought this might 
be brought about with the votes of 
those Republican senators who are 
friendly to the league but nre doubtfnl 
concerning certain of its articles. Mr. 
Taft's plan is that the treaty be rati¬ 
fied with "Interpretive reservations” 
that would sntlsfy the consciences ot 
those senators and that would be ac¬ 
ceptable to the administration. These, 
not being amendments or flat reserva¬ 
tions, would not necessitate the recom¬ 
mittal of the pact to a peace confer¬ 
ence. 

Making It clear flint he favors rati¬ 
fication of the treaty as it stands, to be 
umended later by the league if neces¬ 
sary, Mr. Taft declares it to be “the 
part of statesmen to recognize the exi¬ 
gencies, personal, partisan and polit¬ 
ical, of a situation in seeking to achieve 
real progress and reform." He ndmlts 
that there are reasonable and sincere 
criticisms made against the league and 
believes these must be satisfied in 
order to obtain the nineteen Republican 
votes necessary to ratification. This he 
seeks to do with his suggested reser¬ 
vations. which cover most of the ar¬ 
ticles criticised but Ignore the Shan¬ 
tung feature. This latter, he asserts, 
has been deliberately exaggerated. 

Mr. Hays looked with favor on Mr. 
Taft's plan, and In Washington many 
Republican senators were said to be 
so Impressed with its value that they 
nlreudy were at work on a program 
of interpretive reservations. President 
Wilson had been aware of the Tuft 
suggestions for several days, but his at¬ 
titude toward them was not stated. 
The administration senators, however, 
were said to be still determined to at¬ 
tempt to force unreserved ratification.

In rnin 
or shine he stands there, as if always 
ready to play, but listening first to the 
rain und the birds und the tnlk of men 
that he may convert them into the 
language of the violin. This simple 
statue embodies more truly Hie spirit 
of Bergen than Its scrambling, inoney- 
hoardlng markets, or its flippant atti¬ 
tude toward weather probabilities. 


Cumberland Pike a Weil-Traveled 
Road In the Early Days of 
the Country. 


When the immigrants traversed the 
Santa Fe trail, when they went over¬ 
land to the Golden Gate, when they 
traversed the prairies In every direc¬ 
tion, they did not travel in trek enrts, 
says Dan Beard in Boys’ Life. They 
traveled in what were known ns prai¬ 
rie schooners, and the prairie schooner 
was a direct descendant of the Cones¬ 
toga, and the conestoga wagon was the 
freight wagon that carried all the 
freight over the old Cumberland road, 
or the Old Pike, ns it was sometimes 
called. This was the first good road 
from Wheeling, W. Va., to Fort Cum¬ 
berland—now Cumberland, Md., a pret¬ 
ty little town delightfully situated on a 
branch of the Potomac river. There 
were two routes to the Ohio valley, 
one over the famous Boone trail to 
Cumberland Gnp blazed on the trees 


In Historic Bergen. 

Whatever the atmospheric condi¬ 
tions, the fish market of Bergen is the 
most crowded and noisy place in town. 
Fish wives nre excitedly trying to sell 
their flopping, wriggling wares to un¬ 
decided customers, while other buyers 
and venders grow heated over the price 
of herring or trout. 

Away from this fascinating scene of 
confusion, in a quiet little park, Is an¬ 
other significant phase of Bergen's in¬ 
terests. Here is a statue of Ole Bull, 
Norway's great violinist. Ole Bull was

Austria hns been handed the pence 
treaty she must sign and of course is 
protesting — hopelessly — against the 
terms Imposed. The reparation terms 
are similar to those in the German 
treaty, and the tinunclal terms pro¬ 
vide that the prewar debt shall be 
apportioned among the various former 
parts of the Austrian empire und the 
coinage and war bonds tuken up by 
the new governments and redeemed 
ns they see fl* The Austrian army is 
to be reduced '0,000 men and she is 
to give up all r merchant shipping 
und fishing boats und 20 i r cent of 
her river fleet. I.nrge numbers of cat¬ 
tle also must be surrendered, us well 
us quantities of stuff stolen by the 
Hapsburgs. In the revised territorial 
terms is seen a possibility of future 
trouble, for Austria is to receive the 
Oderberg region of Hungary. The 
Hungarians are riot likely to submit 
tamely to tills and Helu Kun, if he is 
still in power there, may find In it a 
chance to keep his army from disinte¬ 
grating by uppgullug to the uutionul 
feeling. 

Conflicting stories concerning Bela 
Kun have been coming from Vienna. 
One had It that the communist leader 
hud been deposed by a triumvirate and 
that “terror troops" were in control of 
lludupest. Another und later dispatch 
showed be was still in the saddle. 


The city of Washington was greatly 
upset early in the week by mob riots 
that amounted to n race war. Whites, 
angered by alleged attacks on women 
by colored men. mude indiscriminate 
warfare on the negroes, and the latter 
retaliated In kind. Several persons, 
including two policemen, were killed. 


After long and wearisome debate, 
the house of representatives passed 
the prohibition enforcement bill by u 
vote of 287 to loo. Nearly all the 4 
rigid restrictions insisted on by the 
radical drys were retuined, but indi¬ 
viduals are permitted to have liquor 
in their homes for their own consump¬ 
tion. The measure is now in the sen¬ 
ate und may be changed in important 
particulars. 

The chief counsel for the Assocla- 
tion Opposed to National Prohibition, 
in reply to numerous inquiries, bus is¬ 
sued a statement concerning the sta¬ 
tus of the fight against the constitu¬ 
tional amendment, lie says the right 
of referendum on acts of the legisla¬ 
ture exists In 15 states. Petitions for 
referendum have been filed in seven of 
these and are being circulated in the 
others. If the people in ten of these 
states reverse the action of the legis¬ 
latures the prohibition amendment 
will he void, since it must he rutitied 
by 36 states and 45 have taken that 
action. The validity of the amend¬ 
ment also will he attacked on consti¬ 
tutional grouuds before the United 
States Supreme court In the fail. 


Mr. Wilson, though suffering from a 
•light attack of Illness, kept up his 
work in behalf of the treaty, calling 
Into conference at the White House 
a number of the opposing senators. 
Most of these asserted that the presi¬ 
dent bad not been aide to change their 
views or intentions by his arguments 
and explanations, and the debate In 
the senate did not indlcute that he 
hud converted any of them. It Is only 
fair to assume that few of these senu- 
tors are governed by anything but 
patriotism and honesty tn taking the 
attitude they do. hut it ts hard to see 
anything hut partisanship In such m* 
tion as that of the majority of the 
committee on foreign relations the 
other day. The president. In the in¬ 
terest of htisluess. asked for authority 
to Hp|>oInt provisionally an American 
member of the interallied commission 
on reparations pending action on the 
treaty.

Rear-Wheel Hub Makes Possiblo tl 

Use of a Car for Hoisting. 

small enough to prevent the wheel, 
when turning under normal speed, 
from being unduly strained by heavy 
loads. 

Dimensions of Drum. 

A solid piece of oak, about eight 
Inches In diameter should he turned 
out in the shape of a cylinder five 
incites long. For large cars this may 
lie increased In size. Surmount tho 
drum with a disk, somewhat larger, to 
act as a rim, and bore a hole in the 
opposite end of the drum just lnrgo 
enough to lit snugly over the hub of 
the wheel. Then make three arms of 
strap Iron, large enough to reach a 
good way up the spokes of the wheel. 
Bolt these at equal dlstunces around 
the circumference of the drum, setting 
them in Hush. 

How Hoisting Is Done. 

To operate, back the car up until It 
is near the tackle, and Jack up the 
wheel upon which the drum has been 
placed. The other wheel must bo 
blocked so that It will not turn. Give 
tho hauling rope a few turns about 
the drum, then apply the power to tho 
wheel and at the same time pull easily 
upon the rope, keeping It taut on the 
drum. In this way heavy loads cun bo 
raised that would otherwise he beyond 
the ability of one mnn to handle.—L. B. 
Robbins, Harwich, Muss., In Popular 
Mechanics Magazine.

There now is Tittle difference In the 
homes designed for farms from those 
that aro erected in cities. The com¬ 
forts and conveniences that are found 
in town are embodied In the homes 
that aro being erected on the fnrm, 
with the additional fentures that the 
work of the rural housewife requires. 

To promote home building and to pro¬ 
vide plans for houses that can be 
erected at a minimum cost, the United 
Plates department of agriculture re¬ 
cently designed a number of fnrm 
homes. All of these houses wero small, 
but were planned so that the fumlly 
would have u modern home. 

The accompanying design follows 
out tills Idea. Here Is a five-room 
house that will accommodate a good- 
s'zed family. It really Is a four-room 
square house, with the kitchen added 


The bathroom Is so located thnt 
there la little expense required to con¬ 
nect It with the water system from 
outdoors, ami from the kitchen range 
eherc the water Is heated. Running 
water now Is found on most farms, and 
for this reason the design has been 
made so thnt it can he carried Into 
IJje house at Utile additional cost. 

What will appeal to the housewlfo 
In this design Is the convenient ar¬ 
rangement of the rooms nil on the one 
floor. There Is no running up and 
down stairs required In doing the work, 
neither are there any unnecessary 
steps to be token in getting from ono 
room to nnother. 

The cost of this house easily con 
te ascertained by consulting the local 
contractors nnd materlnl dealer. Ma¬ 
terial and labor costs vary In differ¬ 
ent localities, but no matter where the 
farmer lives he will find that this 
house Is comparatively Inexpensive to 
hulld, while, at the same time, it will 
moke a comfortable, convenient anil 
attractive home. 

Much has been written end more 
has been said about the advantages of 
building modern homes on the farms. 
When a farm home Is to he built, how¬ 
ever, there Is no good renson why It 
should not embody the feutures thnt 
it ake for comfort and ease In doing the 
work required to keep It up. When 
these advantages are put Into a de¬ 
sign for n fnrm home, It would, seem 
foolish to build anything else. 

Building a home Is something that 
roost farmers do only once In n life¬ 
time. Before building, therefore, It 
is wise to make a careful stild.v of 
home designs. Consideration should 
ho given to the size nnd number of 
rooms required; hut greater thought 
should he expended on making the room 
nrrnngement compact nnd lubor-snving. 
In this way the new home will he sat¬ 
isfactory to everyone who Is going to 
live In It. 

Now Is nn excellent time to build. 
Trices of both material and labor will 
not be less for a number of years to 
come, If In this generation. Just so 
long ns foodstuffs cost as much ns they

1ANDWICH FILLING OF VARIOUS 
KINDS. 

A snndwlch may he filled with moat, 
chicken or fish, making a sandwich 
which Is In Itself 
n meal, or filled 
with sweets, a des¬ 
sert or a dainty to 
serve with n cup of 
ten or a glass of 
cooling beverage. 

Cold meat put 
through the meat 
chopper, with a sweet pickle or two 
and hound together with a salad dress¬ 
ing, makes a good sandwich and one 
In which leftovers may he used with¬ 
out remarks from the family. 

Veal and Tongue Sandwiches. —Tut 
the veal and tongue through the meat 
chopper nnd moisten with a small 
ninount of soup stock; season with 
paprika and nutmeg. Spread on but- 
tered bread after chilling tho meat. 
Any kind of meat, minced or sliced, 
mixed with various seasonings such' 
ns capers, pickles, nuts or olives will 
make, with a little Ingenuity of the 
cook, a countless number of good and 
appetizing sandwiches. 

Thinly sliced radishes, encumbers, 
onions, chopped green peppers nnd let* 
tuoe make most tasty sandwich fill¬ 
ings. 

Olives, either stuffed, green or ripe, 
mny ho mixed with nuts and boiled 
dressing, or added to cream cheese or 
to cottage cheese. 

Cottnge cheese with chopped candled 
cherries (or cream cheese is richer), 
makes a most tusty sandwich for a 
sweet snndwlch. 

Chopped celery and choose (tho 
American) and Roquefort are all good 
as filling. 

A club snndwlch Is enjoyed by the 
men prepared as follows: Place a 
slice of tomato with salad dressing on ( 
a buttered slice of rye bread, add & 
layer of cream cheese mixed with 
chopped nuts, then top with a slice of 
rye bread. 

Chopped hard-cooked egg mixed with 
butter, a pinch of mustard, salt nnd 
pepper makes a most appetizing sand¬ 
wich.

The guides In the roof of the porch 
and the house, the method of applying 
the siding and the sleeping porch pro¬ 
jection, all combine to make this an 
excellent design. 

Four rooms, living and dining rooms 
nnd two bedrooms are contained In tho 
main portion of the house. The floor 
plan shows how they are arrnnged. 
The living room Is large, 17 feet 0 
Inches by 12 feet, and Is connected 
with the dining room by double doors. 
*3 he dicing room Is practically squnre, 
being 13 feet fl Inches by 14 feet 6 
Inches. A 4-foot passagewny runs 
alongside the dining room and open¬ 
ing off It are two bedrooms and the 
bathroom. The front bedroom Is 12 
by 14 feet 0 Inches, und the rear bed¬ 
room is 11 by 14 feet 6 Inches. 

One of the exceptional fentures of 
this design Is the sleeping porch, which 
Is connected with both the bedrooms. 
The dimensions of the porch are 1) 
feet 0 Inches by 18 feet 0 Inches, large 
enough to accommodate two full-sized 
beds. It may be partitioned If de¬ 
sired. 

The kitchen Is arranged to accom- 
modate the needs of the farm. Adjoin¬ 
ing It Is a pautry on one side and a

FOOD FOR HOT DAYS. 

There Is nothing thnt takes the 
place of good vegetables for hot 
weather dishes; 
they rank with 
fruit In 1 m p o r- 
tnnee. A healthy 
diet must Include 
vegetables, for they 
not only hulld up 
the hones nnd teeth 
j hut supply hulk, 
which Is an essentlul to Intestinal 
movement; their chief vulue Ih In 
their inlnorul suits, which are needed 
to make good blood and produce 
changes In the body cells which are 
necessary to keep the body young und 
Bupple. 

A rule which hns no exceptions, Is 
to cook vegetables in boiling water 
and most liquors should be suved for 
soups or to serve as a sauce with the 
vegetable; the liquor from beets Is one 
to except. 

String beans served with a bitter 
sauce or In a rich creuni sauce are 
delicious, but for variety cook them 
two to three hours with a quarter of 
a pound of salt pork or a few slices 
of bacon If preferred. Cook down 
with the suucepan uncovered until 
the moisture Is nearly ull absorbed 
and evaporated, then add a tablespoon- 
ful or two of vinegar, suit If needed, 
und a dash of cayenne. 

Creamed Onions and Tops.—Take 
finger-sized onions, cut, leuviug a 
three-inch stem, cook until tender and 
servo In while sauce on toast ns as¬ 
paragus Is served. Young beets, tops 
and all, are vpry good served us a 
vegetuhle. Cook them until tender, 
chop or cut up In coarse hits and 
serve with butter and vinegar. The 
secret of savorlness In vegetables Is 
cant In seasoning. I)o not always 
serve the suine dish with the same 
seasonings. 

When leaching a child to like a cer¬ 
tain kind of vegetable make It us at¬ 
tractive as possible In appearance, and 
go further to avoid disappointment; 
make it so tasty that no further urg¬ 
ing Is necessary. 

Such vegetables as tender green 
peas should be cooked In as little 
water as possible, not to lose the good 
flavor. For this reason steaming Is an 
economical method to use. The French 
cook peas In lettuce leaves In the top 
of the steamer; the lettuce Is served 
as greens, making a most tasty dish. 
Serve with buttdk and a dash of vine¬ 
gar. 

Salads of various kinds, using both 
vegetables and fruits, are most ac¬ 
ceptable hot weather dishes.

Greens Well Cooked and Attractively Served Aro Liked by the Whole 

Family. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

“One thing I thought I never could 
do was to make George like greens, 
lie always said he didn’t like ‘grass,’ ” 
Hutd Mrs. Moss ns she looked with 
great satisfaction ut the empty vege¬ 
table dish. “But today when I was 
out seeing how our grass seed was 
coining up I saw those nice tender¬ 
looking dundellon greens and could 
not resist guthering a basketful for 
dinner." 

Her guest laughed. “Evidently 
George wasn’t so hard to please after 
all. I saw him take two generous 
helpings and he seemed not to he do¬ 
ing It from n painful sense of duty, 
either. Wasn’t his dislike of them 
due principally to the fact that you 
hadn't given him a chance to- like 
greens at their best?" 

"Of course It was,” agreed Mrs. 
Moss. "I believe that Is where many 
housewives make a mistake In choos¬ 
ing vegetables. They ure so afraid 
that their husbands will not like dif¬ 
ferent kinds that they use the suine 
one or two vegetables all the time. 
As a result their diet Is not nearly us 
varied us It might he and the members 
of the family miss the ‘spring tonic’ 
effect so many believe the greens 
would have on their systems. 

‘Til warrant you If those women 
would cook greens by the recipe I 
used this noon and some others that 

1 found In a newspaper under the 
heading. ‘Recipes Tested In the Home 
Economics Experimental Kitchen of 
the United States Depurtmon* of Ag¬ 
riculture,’ nine out of every tan hus¬ 
bands would try them und call greens 
a good food. 

General Preparation of Greens. 

Pick over carefully, removing any 
discolored leaves, hits of grass, or oth¬ 
er foreign material. Wash thorough¬ 
ly. remove roots, drain, and cook un¬ 
til tender. If the full flavor of greens 
such ns spinach Is desired, cook in the 
water left on them after washing and 
their own Juice. If a milder flavor Is 
preferred, cook In two quarts of wuter 
und one teaspoouful of salt to a peek 
of greens, huvlng the water boiling 
when greens are added. When cooked 
greens aie used In making various 
dishes, they should he measured as dry 
as possible and any liquid which can 
be drained off may be used to make 
up the liquid called for by the recipe, 
or In making a soup. 

Greens With Brown Tomato Sauce.

The last and loveliest of summer 
millinery makes Its appearance for 
wenr In .Tuly and August, to be suc¬ 
ceeded by less fanciful and less airy 
headwear for late summer nnd curly 
fall.

THIS THE GARDEN OF EDEN? 

Many Believe That Territory In Which 
Famous Spot Waa Situated Hae 
Been Located. 

“And the Lord God planted a garden 
to the eastward In Eden. And a river 
went out of Eden to water the garden; 
and It was parted Into four heads."— 
Genesis. 

Sir William Wlllcoeks, who, In be¬ 
half of the British government, has 
had charge of the wonderful Irrigation 
works In Egypt, was assigned not long 
ago to the duty of plunnlng a similar 
large-scale enterprise for the restora¬ 
tion of ancient Babylonia to Its former 
agricultural productiveness. 

Thus it happened that he located, to 
the reasonable satisfaction of arche¬ 
ologists, the veritable site of the Gar¬ 
den of Eden. For reasons wholly prac¬ 
tical be thought that the best way to 
begin. 

Starting from the spot where Jewish 
tradition placed the gates of paradise 
—the word “paradise” meaning gar¬ 
den—he followed the traces of the 
four streams mentioned In Genesis, 
which, us therein numed, were the Pi- 
son, the Glhon, the Hiddekel and the 
Euphrates. 

The Euphrates (known by that name 
today) llowed through the great city 
of Babylon. The Glhon Is now called 
the Hlndia. The Hiddekel Is the mod¬ 
ern Sukhlawtu, which Hows Into the 
Tigris at Bagdad. The Plson has gone 
dry, but Is represented by muny- 
arnied channels “encompassing the 
whole laud of Havllath” (see Genesis), 
which lay between Egypt and Assyria. 

The Euphrates enters Its delta a 
few miles below Hit, there leaving the 
desert and debouching Into a vast al¬ 
luvial plain. In this departure It has 
a considerable fall, with a number of 
cataracts, and along a narrow valley 
giant water wheels lift water to Irri¬ 
gate of the land on both sides of the 
stream. 

The entrance to this valley (accord¬ 
ing to Jewish tradition) was the gate 
of the Paradise In which Adam and 
Eve dwelt, and from which they were 
expelled for disobeying a divine com¬ 
mand. There the traveler first meets 
the date palm, which la a "tree of life’’ 
(see Genesis) to the whole Arab world. 

Along the valley garden succeeds 
garden. It Is today a veritable pura- 
dise. orchards and date groves check¬ 
ered with fields of rotton. The climate 
ia everlustlng summer, so that three or 
four crops a year may be grown. 

Anciently the cataracts were much 
higher, and water wheels were unnec¬ 
essary. the water being led off by 
ditches. 

The Garden of Eden, Indeed, gains 
Interest from the fact that It seems to 
have been the first Irrigated area In 
the world.

Writer Tells of Treasures of Various 
Sorts That May Be Picked 
Up in'Japan. 

Book hunting Is an agreeable pur¬ 
suit and nowhere can It be conducted 
with more zest and profit than In 
Japan. I think there are more old 
book shops and stalls in Tokyo than 
In all the cities of the United States 
combined. In many of them one finds 
only school text books and cheap mag¬ 
azines, but there are shops in almost 
every quarter that contain real treas¬ 
ures. The greatest Dumber are In 
Hongo and the neighborhood of the 
university. The second-hand book 
sellers have a society and a club 
house where they have weekly auc¬ 
tions for members, and once or twice 
a year they hold a public sale on the 
second floor of a large bouse belong* 
lng to the Tokyo Fine Arts club In 
Hongo, near Ryogokubashl, on the op¬ 
posite side of the bridge from the 
wrestling pavilion.

It Is noticeable, however, that only ! 
full-grown fish are able to stand the I 
tremendous pressure at such a depth. | 
French stenm trawlers have fished to 
a depth of three miles, bringing up j 
strange Inedible species, but It Is 
proved beyond doubt that edible fish 
can he taken up to a depth of 1,600 
feet. This fact explodes the theory 
that the deeper the water the courser 
and less useful the fish.

P ORTO RICO, It appears, needs education and wants It A petition request 
Ing federal aid has come before congress. It Is signed by Arthur Yager, 
governor, and Paul Q. Miller, commissioner of education. It asks that s law 

be enacted appropriating $2,000,000 a 

_ _• _ year for 20 years, and sets forth tha 

following facts among others: 

That according to the federal 
census of 1910 the percentage of ndult 
Illiteracy In Porto Rico was 00.5; thnt 
the present estimated percentage of 
adult Illiteracy Is 54. 

That nt the present time there are 
In Porto Rico 427,606 children of legal 
seliool age, between the ages of Ova 
— - - — — and eighteen years, and 215,819 chil¬ 

dren of compulsory school age, be¬ 
tween eight and fourteen years; thnt of the aforesaid number 104,005 children 
have attended the public schools during the current year, and that more chil¬ 
dren can not he ndmlttrd for lack of tenchers and facilities. 

Thnt the resources of the people of Porto Rico are not sufficient to meet 
their educational needs nnd requirements; thnt nt the present time there are 
employed 2,081 tenchers In nil grades of public schools. Including the uni¬ 
versity; thnt the snlarles are entirely inadequate; that In order to provide 
proper facilities for all the children not In school nt the present time 4,000 
additional teachenf carefully trained nnd adequately paid are necessary. 

Thnt when the change of sovereignty occurred there wns not a single 
public school building erected for school purposes In Porto Itlco; that at the 
present time there are 540 publicly owned buildings; that 1,200 schools are 
Installed in rented buildings, few of which meet the necessary hygienic 
requirements; that to provide facilities for h 11 the children not In school 5,200 
additional modern schoolrooms are necessary. 

The proposed appropriation is to be mude available for school purposes of 
all kinds.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 


Nearly Two Score Are Killed in 
War Between Whites and 
Blacks in Chicago. 


STATE TROOPS CALLED OUT 


Street Car Men Strike at Same Time 
—Urgency of Action to Cut Living 
Cost Impressed on Govern¬ 
ment—Status of Peace 
Treaty Contest. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Race riots and strikes made Chicago 
the news center of the country for the 
week, and the news from it was sen¬ 
sational and plentiful. Starting in a 
trifling quarrel over the “color line” 
at a bathing beach, a real race war 
sprang up with startling suddenness, 
nnd quickly spread throughout the 
South side of the city, where most of 
the negroes live, and thence to the 
downtown business district, with spo¬ 
radic outbreaks in other regions. Be¬ 
fore the authorities got the situation 
under control nearly two score per- 
«ons had been killed and scverul hun¬ 
dred wounded. For several days the 
'mayor insisted the police could re¬ 
store order, but realization of his mis¬ 
take was forced on him and he cnlled 
on the governor for assistance from 
the state militia. Several regiments 
at once occupied the “black belt." 
However, the establishment of martial 
'law was nvoided and thus the city 
"’saved its face." 


There Is no doubt that the casualty 
lists of the race war were kept down 
'by the fact that the strike of the 
street car men was coincident with 
the riots. Not a surface or elevated 
car was running and It was compara¬ 
tively easy for the authorities to keep 
out of the riot district the trouble and 
curiosity seekers. The strike, which 
had been Impending for some time, 
was precipitated suddenly by the rad¬ 
ical element In the car men’s unions, a 
•compromise offer of the companies, ap¬ 
proved by the state and city authori¬ 
ties and the heads of the unions, be¬ 
ing rejected. Though seriously ham¬ 
pered In getting to Its work and In 
transacting business, the public took 
the situation good naturedly and made 
its way to the business district and 
home again with rather remarkable 
facility. All manner of motor ve¬ 
hicles were pressed into service and 
the 6team roads exerted every effort 
to carry their many thousands of extra 
passengers. The demand of the car 
wen for a heuvy increase in wages 
did not huve general sympathy, for It 
meant a corresponding increase in the 
fares charged. 


There have been many bitter com¬ 
plaints lately to the effect that the 
government was not doing what It 
might to reduce the cost of living by 
t-elPag to consumers the Immense sur¬ 
plus stores of food held by the war 
department. On Thursday the war 
department put on sale about 841.0U0.- 
Oimj pounds of those foodstuffs, includ¬ 
ing canned vegetables, corned beef, 
bacon, roast beef, frozen meats and 
poultry. The marketing was done 
through local postmustt-rs and mull 
carriers, who took orders from buy¬ 
ers. received the cash and delivered 
tiie goods. The prices obtained rep¬ 
resented the cost to the government 
I'lus the postage. This sale was es¬ 


pecially well patronized by the people 
of small towns and rural districts, and 
It was predicted that the supplies 
would be disposed of within a week. 

Of course such a measure as this 
is only a drop In the bucket, nnd It Is 
being more and more forcibly impress¬ 
ed on the government that It must do 
something to make the cost of life's 
necessities square with the Incomes 
of the people. The advisory board ^of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi¬ 
neers took up the matter directly with 
the president, presenting to him a 
momorandum which he characterized 
as an "impressive document" and 
ordered made public. The bonrd ap¬ 
pealed to the president and cabinet 
for government action to increase the 
purchasing power of the dollar, fall¬ 
ing in which. It said, the engineers 
would have to ask a further Increase 
In wages. The memorandum asserted 
that the spirit of unrest existing 
among all classes, especially wage 
earners, was due “mainly to the con¬ 
scienceless profiteering by the great 
interests who have secured control of 
all the necessaries of life.” The en¬ 
gineers are wise enough to see nnd 
to admit that Increasing the wageB 
la But temporary relief so long as 
prices continue to soar. 


Just before the engineers visited the 
White House Democratic National 
Chairman Cummings reported to the 
president on his political Inspection 
trip over the country, telling Mr. Wil¬ 
son of the growing Importance of ac¬ 
tion to reduce the cost of living. What 
form that action will take, when It 
comes, cannot be conjectured even 
from the fact that official Investiga¬ 
tions of various kinds of alleged profi¬ 
teering are under way or proposed. 

The immediate result of all this was 
a conference of cabinet members and 
heads of bureau* called by Attorney 
General Palmer for the purpose of 
diacusslng the situation and possible 
remedies. The government will seek 
to stop nnd punish profiteering, to de¬ 
termine the contributing causes for 
high prices nnd to devlne remedies for 
immediate relief for the public. 


The administration in gravely con¬ 
cerned over the manifest discontent 
of the American farmers, which comes 
Just at a time when the official es¬ 
timates of the nation's wheat crop 
have had to be greatly reduced. The 
farmers have been dissatisfied with 
the system of grading fixed hv the bu¬ 
reau of markets of the department of 
agriculture, and now, as Chairman 
Barnes of the government grain cor¬ 
poration told the president, they nre 
protesting against an order from the 
corporation fixing a schedule of dis¬ 
counts for the lower grades of wheat. 
This, they assert, deprives them of mu 
unreasonably large part of the guar¬ 
anteed price of $2.26 per bushel, the 
amount received being in some In¬ 
stances as low as $1.45 per bushel. 


The Franco-Araerlean defense treaty 
was submitted to the senate, and at 
once became a subject of debate in 
the committee on foreign relations, 
along with the peace treaty. President 
Wilson, in asking Its approval, said 
he considered the treaty with Ger¬ 
many and the covenant of the League 
of Nations gave France full protec¬ 
tion. but that he had been moved to 
the treaty by considerations of friend¬ 
ship and gratitude to France. Oppo¬ 
sition senators protested that this 
pact violated the constitutional right 
of congress to make war, to which the 
president's supporters had the obvious 
retort that it created no precedent, 
simitar action having been taken in 
numerous cases In the past. 

The foreign relations committee did 
an unusual If not unprecedented thing 
in holding public hearings on the peace 
treaty. Bernard Baruch was the first 


witness and was questioned especially 
regarding the reparation and other 
financial clauses. 


President Wilson postponed the 
start of his speaking tour of the coun¬ 
try probably until August 15, and con¬ 
tinued his efforts in Washington in 
behnlf of the peace treaty and league 
covenant. He called In more senators 
to conference, both Democrats and Re¬ 
publicans, and appealed for unquali¬ 
fied ratification of the treaty especial¬ 
ly on the ground that reservations or 
amendments would necessitate its re¬ 
submission to Germany, which he said 
would be humiliating to us. To Sen¬ 
ator Femnld of Maine Mr. Wilson said 
he had assumed there were at least 
sixty senators who would take a world 
view of the situation. 

"There are sixty men in the United 
States senate who take a world view 
of the situation,” Senator Femnld re¬ 
plied. "Fortunately, they Include In 
their view the best Interests of the 
United States of America.” 

Other senators told the president 
thnt while they recognized the fact 
that reservatU-ns would cause delay, 
they considered the protection of 
American interests of greater Impor¬ 
tance than speedy ratification. There 
Is no doubt that both sides to the con¬ 
troversy would be glad to find some 
dignified way out of it, but neither, 
seems to have made any converts. The 
help which the administration expect¬ 
ed in the way of a formal declaration 
by Japan that It would restore Shan¬ 
tung to Chiuu was not forthcoming 
and that grab clause remained a sore 
spot. 


Official dispatches from MaJ. J. C. 
Green, director of the American re¬ 
lief administration’s work in Turkey, 
calls attention to the imminent peril 
of the remainder of the Armenian na¬ 
tion. The Turks have reorganized 
their army and they and the Tatars 
are advancing on the Armenians from 
three sides, cutting them off from all 
relief supplies and threatening their 
extermination. Unless military pro¬ 
tection Is afforded the Armenians at 
once, says Major Green, the disaster 
will be more terrible than the massa¬ 
cres in 1915. In Paris it Is said the 
peace conference’s hands are tied un¬ 
til America decides whether or not it 
will accept a mandate for Asia Minor. 


Germany’s commissioners named to 
attend to the delivery of live stock to 
the French and Belgians, and to the 
transfer of the Saar coal mines has 
arrived at Versailles nnd gone to work, 
and in other respects the Germans 
seem to be trying reluctantly to carry 
out the provisions of the treaty. But 
tlieir army in- Letvia remains obdurate 
and Geuerul Von der Goltz and other 
officers have become so Insolent in 
their endeavors to prevent the I^etts 
from establishing a stable government 
that the supreme council of the ullies 
has ordered the Immediate expulsion 
of the German troops from Letvia. 


Austria was given until one o'clock 
In the afternoon of August 6 to con¬ 
sider the terms offered her. Her press 
and public men have declared the 
terms are Impossible of acceptance, 
and on Thursduy It was announced 
that the cubinet, headed by Dr. Karl 
Renner, had decided to resign. 


Though America was not at war 
with Bulgaria, it was decided that it 
should sign the treaty with that nation. 
This treaty was completed with the 
exception of some of the territorial 
clauses. All the Allies except America 
were In favor of awarding western 
Thrace to Greece. Undersecretary of 
State Polk, who has taken Secretary 
Lansing's place on the council. w«* 
taking an active part In the discus 
sion of this matter. 


Poison Root, the Wheat of 
Barbados. Is Turned Into a 
Wholesome, Nourishing Flour 

The enssora root, or manioc. Is the 
wheat of Barbados. Before It comes 
to he eaten. It suffers a strange con¬ 
version ; for, being nn absolute poison 
when it Is gathered, the natives sub¬ 
mit it to a process by which It is 
trans-suhstantiated Into wholesome 
nnd nourishing flour. The outside of 
the root Is washed clean nnd It Is 
then held ngnlnst a wheel, turned 
around with the foot, the broad sur¬ 
face of which Is made rough like n 
large grate. The grnted root falls 
down In a large trough, appointed ns 
receiver for the purpose. 

The *hu8 obtained powder, or pulp. 
Is a rank poison, hut It Is now put 
Into a strong piece of canvas nnd 
pressed hard until all Juice Is squeezed 
nut. Tips dried poultice Is then 
sprend upon a cloth to ho yet more 
dried In the sun. until It Is ready for 
use. The dough, or “pone.” ns the na¬ 
tives call It, Is then put In n kind of 
pan stnndlng on three legs, nnd about 
six Inches high. Tills pan Is nbont 
20 inches in diameter nnd slightly 
hollowed In the middle. It Is hnlf nn 
Inch thick at the edge, hut thicker to¬ 
ward the middle. When the pan Is 
getting hot, the dough Is sprend out 
on It and the natives keep pushing It 
down with their hands. This Is to 
make It stick together. It being nearly 
dry. They then turn It round nnd 
round with n kind of battledore until 
It is done. The cakes thus produced 
are about ns thick as pancakes.

Sustained Nervous Energy 

Always Demands an Outlet 

It has been discovered that cases 
of people who have been exposed to 
the fear of being torpedoed are Buf¬ 
fering from symptoms suggestive of 
shell shock. Doctor Clunet, In a com¬ 
munication to the Neurological society 
of Paris, has described the mental 
effects observed when on board a ship 
which was torpedoed. After the first 
excitement following the uttack It was 
observed that several passengers dis¬ 
charged guns Into the air or Into the 
sen. In other words, the sustained 
nervous energy found relief In letting 
loose the Immense energy concentrated 
In explosives. Similarly, It was well 
known at the front that a long day of 
waiting In the trenches was productive 
of more cases of shell shock than a 
day of active engagement with the en¬ 
emy. Next there were a few cases of 
suicide among the passengers. These 
passengers were on the whole calm 
enough, even on the life rafts. It was 
only when they were on the rescuing 
ship that psyclioneural phenomena be¬ 
gan to develop, including mutism, spas¬ 
modic weeping, laughter, tremors, spas¬ 
modic movements of the limbs, etc.

FOOD FOR THE SICK. °

Gruels are such Important foods 
for the ill that It Is fitting that 
thought should be put upon their prep¬ 
aration. For a liquid diet all cereals 
are prepared In the same way, using 
two to three tablespoonfuls to a quart 
of water. Cook for several hours In 
a double holler and strain before serv¬ 
ing. A thick cereal Is cooked ns for h 
breakfast food, but cooked a long j 
time. i " 

Chicken Broths—A good broth inny „ 
be propnred from the neck, wing tips 
and feet of a chicken. Scald the feet, j 
removing the skin and nails. Cover ' 
with cold water adding celery and let i 
It simmer gently for two hours. Sea- I' 
son nnd strain. I 

Mutton Broth.—Cut one pound of y 
the neck of mutton In small pieces. a 
Cover with cold water nnd simmer £ 
gently for several hours. Season and r 
■train through a cheesecloth. Add a 
tnblespoonful of boiled rice or barley 
at serving time. This adds to the 
nourishment. All fat should be re¬ 
moved before serving. Chill, then re- 
hent after taking off the fat. 

Creamed Sweetbreads. —Soak a pair 
of sweetbreads In cold water an hour, 
changing the water several times. 
Simmer In hot water until tender. 
Add snlt and a few celery leaves for 
flavor. When done dip In cold water 
and sepnrate Into small pieces, remov¬ 
ing the membrane. Save the broth In 
which they were cooked as it makes 
delicate soup, adding a little milk and 
seasoning. Put the sweetbreads Into 
a cream snuce and serve on toast or 
in ramekins. 

Lemon Jelly. —Soak a tnblespoonful 
of gelatin In three tablrspoonfuls of 
cold water; add three-fourths of a 
cupful of boiling water and four ta¬ 
blespoonfuls of lemon Juice and five 
tablespoonfuls of sugar. Stir until dis¬ 
solved. Pour into a wot mold and put 
on Ice to harden. This makes two 
serviugs. 

Plain Sponge Cake.— F at two eggs, 
separating whites and y .ks; add one- 
half cupful of sugar, ami a flavoring 
of lemon Juice and rind to the beaten 
yolks; then add the whites and fold 
in one-half cupful of flour. Bake In 
a moderate oven until the cake 
ahrlnks from the pan.

The prep¬ 
aration of a leftover Into an appetiz¬ 
ing dish tukes vustly more thought 
than the ordinary one, which Is often 
the reason why such dishes are not 
acceptable; they ure prepared with 
too little thought. 

The reason so ninny inen balk at 
salads Is because they are usod as the 
clearing house for leftovers. There Is 
something out of balance with a per¬ 
son who bus not learned to enjoy crisp, 
well-blended salads, or well-cooked 
and seasoned vegetables, hut no one 
can be blamed for refusing unattrac¬ 
tive food. , 

In meeting people and ntuking 
friends we try to he as agreeable as 
It Is possible to be. Why not use the 
same method lu combining foods, by 
putting a little originullty Into the 
seasonings, and muke a new dish wel¬ 
come? 

We huve favorite foods us we have 
favorite friends, yet It is not possible 
nor wise for us to always be served 
with the foods we like best or asso¬ 
ciate with people always agreeable. 

Daintiness should be the keynote In 
the serving of the summer uteul, as at¬ 
tractive dishes sharpen the appetite. 

By following the advice of Horace 
Fletcher aud chewing the food three 
times as long as usual, the appetite Is 
satisfied with a entailer amount of 
food and the body bus less waste to 
throw off, thus saving wear on the 
human machinery. “Eat less, work [ 
more, worry less, walk more,” Is a t 
good tool to for the whole year as well ; 
u for aot weather. 


A salad, a sandwich, a cooling drink 
with a dish of fruit nnd a simple enke 
will make a noon meal sufficiently snt- 
Isfylng during the hot weather. Suck 
a meal ntny he varied with n change 
of dessert nnd different kinds of sal¬ 
ads nnd sandwich fillings, so thnt thero 
will be no monotony. Milk nnd egigs, 
custards and frmcen dishes nre most 
satisfactory nt this time. Ilenrty 
dishes of meats with heavy desserts 
nre host loft entirely alono if one 
would be well.

housekeeper Is to he ready for nny 
occasion. If her

even 11 cnr full of 
friends arriving 
within an hour of 
—meal time will not 
disturb her scren- 
lty. The hostess 

who urges her guests to remain to a 
meal which she Is wildly planning in 
the buck of her head, will lnok the 
ring of true sincerity, no matter how 
carefully worded. 

With a well-stocked emergency shelf 
which Is constantly replenished, If she 
lives in the country or too far from 
a grocery store an Impromptu guest 
will bring no panic, but on tho con¬ 
trary will be welcomed nnd enjoyed. 
The list of staples to he kept for such 
occasions will vary with tho taste of 
tho householder. There are some 
things which are necessities, such as 
crackers, cheese, pickles, olives, Jol¬ 
lies and preaerves. With canned fruit 
which Is found In every well-regulated 
home, desserts and salads of various 
kinds may be quickly prepared. A i 
few frills like a box of marshmallows, 
a bottle (small one) of mnrlschlno 
cherries and coconut will dress up an 
otherwise plain dish; 

If the wornnn who lives In the coun¬ 
try would serve her friends with the 
farm food—eggs, butter, cream, chick¬ 
en, vegetables and berries, and not try 
to prepare something fancy, both she 
and her guests would be far hnppior. 
Crisp, fresh vegetables with cream or 
butter are a treat to the city dweller. 

An omelet Is a most satisfying dish 
to serve In a hurry. It may have a 
variety of fillings or sauceB, making 
It a main dish or a dessert. 

The wisest and most Interesting 
men talk little, think much, com¬ 
plain never, but travel on. How far 
have you come today, brother? 

HOT WEATHER MENUS. 

The appetite flags during the hot 
weather, making It necessury to give 
attention to foods 
that are cooling as 
well as nourishing. 
This is a good 
time to cut down 
meats, serving an 
omelet or cro- 
q u e 11 e s with a 
good sauce. A 
small umount of meat may be used in 
preparing the croquettes or they muy 
be made entirely of vegetables. 

Cold fruit soups, fruit salads and 
fruit cocktails ure especially satlsfy- 
fying on a hot day. Iced drinks of 
various kinds are always welcome. For 
a luncheon or supper, sandwiches with 
any desired filling, sliced cold roast 
beef, olives and radishes or small 

onions well chilled, a dish of Ice cream 

or a sherbet und a cuke will make a 
satisfying meal for anyone. Vegetable 
soup, cruckers, omelet creamed pota¬ 
toes with peus, tomato sulud, sponge 
cake with a custard and a small cup of 
coffee Is u good menu for dinner. 

Rhubarb Pudding.—Spreud bread 
with butter und cover with a layer of 
cut rhubarb; sprinkle with sugar and 
repeat until there Is enough for each 
to he served. Add a little water ami 
hake until the rhubarb Is well cooktnl. 
Cherries or other acid fruit muy he 
used in pluce of the rhuburb. Sponge 
cuke with sweet berries may he treat¬ 
ed lu the same way, making a most 
wholesome dessert that you need not 
fear to give to the chlldreu. 

Itii'li desserts und sauces, fat and 
highly seasoned meats, should be left 
out of the menus during hot weather. 

A supper dish thut Is economical 
and wholesome can he prepared from 
a cupful of cooked rice with three or 
four eggs. But the rice with a little 
milk Into a suucepan, add the eggs, 
stirring them into the mixture. Cook 
slowly, udd a bit of butter, salt and 
pepper and serve hot In place of scram¬ 
bled eggs. This will save three or four 
eggs, which, without the rice, would 
1 j be needed to make the dish “go round” 
, in a family of five.

n« dyes, fruit, wine and old ten or 
coffee stnlns. But It should only Ik* 
used for fabrics made from vegetable 
libers, such ns linen and cotton, ns it* 
application to wool and silk proves fatal 
to the fibers. Tlie solution should 
never be stronger than one pnrt of tbe 
liquor to four parts of bot water. 


Mildew. 

Mildew usually appears on the 
fibers of cotton and linen; It tnkes the 
form of small round dark spots; in 
reality It Is n vegetable growth, or 
form of fungus, which develops on tbe 
fibers of the material. Its appearance 
Is due to dampness, and reflects dis¬ 
credit on tIn* work of the housekeeper, 
as tbe clothes must either have been 
put away damp or kept In a damp cup¬ 
board. 

Owing to tbe nature of mildew It Is 
difficult to remove. One of tbe sim¬ 
plest remedies is to moisten tbe stained 
fabric, rub It thickly with soft soap 
and sprinkle It with common salt. 
IMaee the material on the grass in the 
sunshine and keep It moist. Renew the 
treatment euch day until the stnin dis¬ 
appears. 

A quicker method, and a surer one, 
Is to keep the stained part In white 
material in a solution of bleaching 
liquor. To prepare the bleaching 
liquor, put half a pound of chlorinated 
lime into a basin and pour half a gal¬ 
lon of boiling water over It; add two 
tnblespoonfuls of washing soda, and 
stir to break up all the lumps, and to 
enable tbe water to extract all tlie 
chlorine. Strain carefully to remove 
all the powder and to make the liquid 
dear. Bottle and keep rendy for use.

Tonic for the Bath. 

A bnth much favored by tbe Knelp- 
plsts, along with the hare-feet lmbit, 
is formed from a solution of pine 
needles and pine cones. Cover with 
cold water about n pound of fresh 
pine needles and pine cones, broken in 
sninll pieces. Roll for half an hour, 
strain and add the solution to the 
bath. If you do not want to use the 
entire nmount at once it can be bot¬ 
tled and kept for future occasions. 
This 1ms a tonic effect both on tho 
nerves and the skin. It enn be used 
on alternate days with a bath of sou 
salt

Fresh Gloves. 

Gloves should be kept as clean ns 
possible, and of course should never 
reveal a silt Silk the snine* color 
should be used to keep gloves in re¬ 
pair. For general street wear dark 
or medium toned gloves are to be pre¬ 
ferred, unless one can nfford white 
kid gloves of Immaculate freshness. 


Club Girl In Her Herb Garden—Sage Plant Before Cutting, 

(Prepared by the United Slates Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

The old-fashioned kitchen garden 
was not considered complete without 
Its small collection of “pot-herbs”— 
sage, thyme, and other medicinal and 
savory herbs. French cooking is noted 
for its fine flnvor, and this is largely 
because French cooks excel la the 
skillful use of herbs. 

The United Stntes department of 
agriculture Is encouraging women and 
girls who ure members of clubs or¬ 
ganized by extension workers to grow 
more savory herbs. Not only Is the 
dully diet varied by the use of “pot¬ 
herbs,” but in nearly all communities 
the surplus is easily marketed, 

Selecting and Preparing Soil. 

Herbs usually occupy the same 
ground for some years, and should be 
conveniently located In one corner or 
at one side of the regular garden. It 
is a good plan to apply a quantity of 
well-rotted manure to the soil in the 
autumn and spade it In deeply. If the 
soil can be trenched or broken two 
spadiiigs in depth, all the better, as 
this will break up the subsoil and give 
tho roots more space for development. 

One good method Is to murk off the 
rows where the plants are to be set, 
then remove the top soil and place It to 
one side; two or three Inches of iuu- 
nure is then spread in the furrow and 
spaded Into the subsoil. The top soil 
Is then returned and allowed to settle 
a few days before the plants are set 
out. One of the main things to consid¬ 
er Is placing tlie perennials or per¬ 
manent plants together in one row or 
corner where they will not be dis¬ 
turbed. The biennials may be placed 
next, and the unuuals in a collection 
by themselves. 

The general cultural methods are 
practically the same for all — good, 
clean cultivation during the aumjner, 
and a mulch of leaves, straw or ma¬ 
nure around the plants during tho win¬ 
ter. The mulch protects them from 
winter-killing, and ut the same time 
adds fertility for next season’s growth. 

Sage, tamgon, mint, uulse, caraway 
and dill are the herbs found most often 
on the murkets, but in growing for 
commercial purposec It Is best to 
learn what particular herbs are most 
In demand In the locullty. 

How to Grow Some Varieties. 

Anise Is an annual and the seeds do 
not retain their vitality after the sec¬ 
ond year, so they should be strictly 
fresh when planted. The seeds should 
be sown indoors and the young plants 
transplanted. They may ulso be sown 
in the open ground and thinned 12 to 
14 inches apart in the row. The plunts 
grow to a height of about two feet. 

The seeds are borne In heads which 
should be cut from the plants when 
the seeds are nearly ripe. 

The seeds of uulse ure used for 
fluvorliig. especially in cookies, and for 
aprlnkllug over cukes when sugar or 
frosting is used. 

faraway seeds are usually planted 
lu the garden, but should be sown 
early lu the spring. The plunts should 
be thinned to about 15 or 18 Inches In 
the row. Borne limes seeds ure pro¬ 
duced the first season, but more often 
not until the second seusou. The seeds 
are used for flavoring bread and pastry. 

The seeds are saved in the suine way 
as those of anise. 

The culture und the uses of dill ure 
very much the sume as those for cara¬ 
way. The leaves are ulso used for 
flavoring soups. The tender leaves and 
stems, together with the seed heads, 
ure dried and used for flavoring cu¬ 
cumber pickles, making the famous 
commercial "dill” pickles. For home 
use watermelon rind und chayotes. 
when treated with brine and dill, make 
an excellent pickle. 

Suge is one of the oldest and most 
common of the garden herbs. The 
plan is live for several years If pro¬ 
tected from extreme cold, and are most 
easily started by taking rooted off¬ 
shoots from the side of an old pluut. 
lu rich soli the plants grow to u great

size, three and four feet across. For 
this reason they should Ik? given plenty 
of space. One plant will usually pro¬ 
duce all the sage required by a family. 
The broad-leaved variety Is commonly 
grown. Two or three cuttings of tho 
young, tender shoots enn be made (lur¬ 
ing the season. As a rule, the tender 
tips of the branches are cut about foui 
inches in length and tied in small 
hunches to dry. Sage Is used especial¬ 
ly for flavoring pork sausage and In 
dressings for poultry. 

Other savory herbs which nre de¬ 
sirable for home use or marketing are 
mint, tarugon. sweet basil, dwurf basil, 
coriander, balm, thyme, horeliound, 
summer savory, sweet fennel and sweet 
marjoram. 

Curing and Storing Herbs. 

The most Important point in connec¬ 
tion with producing good savory herbs 
Is proper curing. The tender stems, 
leaves und flowers, where Included, 
should be takeu from the plants at tlie 
proper stage and then dried in the 
shade. A very good plun Is to tie 
them in small bunches, ullowlng some 
space on the string between each 
bunch, then roll loosely In a piece of 
paper, leaving both ends of the roll 
open so that the air will pass through. 
The roll may be held by rubber bunds 
or short pieces of string und hung up 
in the shade to dry. In order to pre¬ 
vent the bunches of herbs sliding out 
of the paper the string should he at¬ 
tached to the null, or whatever they 
are to be hung upon, and then wrapped 
around the roll of paper und tied. 
After being thoroughly dry, the herbs 
should be taken down und ench Indi¬ 
vidual bunch of herbs wrapped In par- 
uflln puper to retain Its color und 
flavor and also to protect the herbs 
from dust. 

For marketing, the smull packages 
can be pucked In pastebourd boxes in 
uuy desired number. They ure usuully 
sold by the dozen. Much depends upon 
the attractiveness nnd appearance of 
the herbs when they are put up for the 
market. Exposure to dust does not 
conform to modern Ideas. Care should 
be taken that the herbs do not become 
crashed In handling.

JOSIAH FOGG REED 

In connection with the burial ser¬ 
vices for Josiah Fogg Reed, held ut 
Mt. Hope Cemetery, Tuesday, Aug. 

5. the following clipping from the 
morning Journal, Albuquerque, New 
Mexico, July 30, will be of interest 
to his old friends: 

Josiah F. Reed. 30 years old, who, 
although he had resided in Albuquer¬ 
que less than two years had become 
recognized ns one of the leading cit- 1 
izens of the place, died July 29. 1 
at 4.30, at a local sanatorium. Mr. j 
Reed had gone to the sanatorium ! 
about a month ago, following a 
breakdown in his health from wliich 
he never recovered. 

Deceased came west 13 years ago 
from his home at South Weymouth 
Mass., in search of health. He Ilrst 
went to Colorado and then to Ari¬ 
zona. At Prescott he was manager. 
of the Flinn sanatorium for live j 
years, leaving that position to como i 
to Albuquerque. 

Mr. Reed took dee ( p interest in 
nil public matters and was active 
in everything which pertained to 
the public good. He was a deep 
student of political economy and ' 
lirst came into general recognition 
in this city through his articles on ' 
the league of nations, which up- j 
peared in fifty.issues of the Journal. 
These articles attracted attention ] 
from the first and won him recog- 1 
nitiou as a broad thinker and care -1 
ful student. The knowledge of his¬ 
tory displayed in his articles was 
remarkable and his grasp of his , 
subject was admired by many who 
did not agree with his dedultions. 

Before the close of his articles j 
he was instrumental in raising prizes 
through the local banks for papers 
written on the league of nations | 
by school children and by college 
students. Almost every institution I 
in the state competed. The higher l 
seats of learning and most of the 
high schools sent papers, the con¬ 
test being won by the New Mexico 
Military Institute at Rosewell. 

He also laid the foundation for a 
laymen’s association, composed of 
members of the various churches in I 
the city for the purpose of carrying 
out religious and civic activities. 
Several meetings had been held and 
some preliminary work done, but 
before ho died lie saw the fulfillment 
of one of his schemes He was 
president of the Men's club of the 
Congrc-gat ional church. 

His last public work was obtain¬ 
ing books for the city library 
through a drive which lie launched 
and carried through. Through Ills 
energy several hundred volumes 
added to the public collection. On 
the day of his death a committee 
was to have met at the library for 
the purpose of captaloguing books 
which he was instrumental In ob¬ 
taining. He was stricken in the 
midst of this work by the illness 
which ended his life. When the 
drive was ended, Mr. Iteed found 
his strength so impaired that he 
went to tlie sanatorium for rest. 

Since first coming toAlbuqucrque 
lie bad been well known to the 
good sisters of tills institution. lie 
kept a room there for many months j 
and took his meals there, except . 
when his duties in some public 
enterprise kept him down town. 
Therefore, the fact that he had 
gone to the sanatorium created no 
uneasiness. The report hud been 
circulated that lie was improving. 

Mr. Reed was horn in South | 
Weymouth, Mass. His father, Henry 
B. Reed, now resides in Auburndale, 
Mass. He received a wide and 
thorough education and while at 1 
college specialized in mathematics. 
In Arizona lie managed a .sanator¬ 
ium. In Albuquerque lie obtained 
the agency of a Life Insurance 
company and it is said that lie did 
well ut this business. 

Funeral services will be licdd ut 
2.30 o’clock at Strong Brother's 
chapel. The Rev. H. S. Davidson, 
pastor of the Congregational church 
will ofllciate. Tile body will be 
sent east for burial. Sunday even¬ 
ing there will be services in mem¬ 
ory of Mr. Reed held at the Con¬ 
gregational church.

to change its policy in enforcing | 
the regulating governing such man- j 
ufucture and lias issued warning I 
that drastic measures will be taken 1 
to see that these preparations are 
made according to the required 
standards. If government regula¬ 
tions are followed in the manufact¬ 
ure of these preparations it is 
believed there will be little desire 
to use them as beverages. 

The internal revenue bureau will 
hold manufacturers and dealers re¬ 
sponsible if their preparations are 
distributed and used as a beverage 
and will keep record of nil sales 
to accertnin if there is abnormal 
traflle in any of these products.

NOT MEANT FOR CIRCULATION 


Volumes In Ancient Library of Alex¬ 
andria, Egypt, Were Not Infre¬ 
quently 150 Feet Long, 

How would you like to have to read 
a story written ou a sheet of paper 
150 feet long? 

This tnsk faced those who mnde use 
of the famous library at Alexandria, 
for the universal writing material In 
that day was papyrus, parchment not 
coming Into use until three centuries 
later. This collection contained 490,- 
000 books, and when It was burned 
treasures of the literature and history 
of nnclent days beyond all price were 
lost. The library was destroyed by ac¬ 
cident when flames spread to the 
shore from the fleet which Caesar had 
set on tire. 

The reed, from the Inner covering of 
which papyrus was made, still grows 
In Egyptian marshes. Thin strips of 
It were cut off und laid close together. 
A sheet was formed by laying strips 
across these at right angles, after 
which the material was moistened, 
pressed and dried. The paper thus 
made had n fulr writing surface, but 
was not very durable. Unless handled 
with extreme care papyrus scrolls 
found nowadays will crumble Into dust. 
The sheets, sometimes made 150 feet 
long, were called "biblot," from which 
the modern Bible and book ure derived. 
The Ink used was made of gum and 
lampblack. Papyrus was not only used 
In Egypt, but a large amount of It was 
exported. Excuvutions In the ruins of 
Herculuneum have brought to light 
many thousands of these scrolls. 


John Boyle O'Reilly. 

An Irish-American poet and Journal¬ 
ist, born at Dowtli castle, County 
Meath, Ireland, June 28, 1844, John 
Boyle O'Reilly arose rapidly In his 
chosen career and came to be beloved 
for bis earnestness of purpose and 
the human luterest which he Inter¬ 
jected Into his writings. At the age 
of eighteen he went to Loudon us an 
agent of the Fenian society, and later 
was sentenced to be shot by the Brit¬ 
ish government but this sentence was 
commuted to penal servitude for 20 
years. O’Reilly escaped from west¬ 
ern Australia, was rescued by an 
American whaler and carried to the 
United States. He settled In Bos¬ 
ton and devoted his talents to literary 
work and public activity, and died Au¬ 
gust 10. 1800. 


The Yoaemite Valley. 

Geologists have determined, by un¬ 
erring fact, that the river did by fur 
the most of the work of forming the 
Yosemite gorge und thut the great gla¬ 
cier which followed the water ages 
afterwards did little more than square 
Its corners and steepen Its cliffs. It 
may have Increased the depth from 700 
to 1,000 feet, und more. During the un¬ 
countable years since the glaciers van¬ 
ished erosion has again marvelously 
used Its wouder chisel. With the less¬ 
ening of the Merced's volume the ef¬ 
fect was no longer to deepen the chan¬ 
nel but to amazingly carve und deco¬ 
rate the walls.

thrust developed.

The distinction between a person-to-person call and a station-!.o* 
station crtll is indicated by their names. In the former, you ask the 
toll operator to call some designated Person and get him on the line; 
in the latter, you simply ask the toll operator to connect you with 
his telephone. 

The latter form of toll call is simpler and quicker to handle; 
therefore, it costs only about three-fourths as much as the person-to- 
person call. It can be employed to advantage if it is reasonably 
certain that the person wanted will be at the other end of the line, 
or, in the event of his absence, if the business to be discussed with 
him can be transacted with anyone else there.

It is niy plensaht duty— anfl, I may 
well say, privilege —to welcome 
home In behalf of the Towfi Ot 
Weymouth you who have borne an 
honorable part in the great war 
which lias revolutionized the govern¬ 
mental, social nnd industrial con¬ 
ditions of the world. When five 
years old, like n bolt from a clear 
sky, the nations of Europe were 
drawn Into the maelstorm of war 
the great majority of the people 
or our land delvc-d themselves with 
the opinion that it ns no affair of 
ours 


Perfect weather prevailed last 
Saturday for Weymouth’s Welcome 
HomeDay to returning heroes of the 
World War, and the .program was 
ir. every way a success. Over 300 
Weymouth boys who had served either 
in the Army or Navy participated, 
and it is estimated that over 6,000 
people assembled at the Clapp Mem¬ 
orial field in the afternoon to do 
them honor. 

When it is known that fully one- 
half of the hoys from Weymouth 
were unable to he present, some 
idea of the number who Vounteered 
from tills town will bo realized. 
Some are yet overseas, others have 
not been discharged, nnd some are 
distant from Weymouth, unable to 
be present. 

Over 100 automobiles were used 
to convey the boys ontlieir triumph¬ 
al tour of the town. Starting at 
North Weymouth about 1 P. M., the 
number was augmented at Wey¬ 
mouth and South Weymouth, and 
when it lind reached East Wey¬ 
mouth. shortly after 2 there was 
quite a crowd. Th 0 autos were 
prettily decorated in red wlii£e and 
blue. 

The Weymouth band acconfpanied 
the boys, nnd nt Thomas Corner, 
Washington Square and Columbian 
Square rendered three or four pa¬

The uprights are 4 by 4 Inches; the 
lower crosspieces and fence rnlls, 2 
by 4 Inches, and the fence spindles nnd 
upper crosspieces of the gate, 2 by 2 
Inches, ns are also the short horizontal 
strips which extend at right angles be¬ 
tween the crosspieces, to support vines 
over the archway. The mches are 
made of bnsswood, which Is easily bent 
Into shnpe nfter being soaked over¬ 
night In water.

the victims of economic conditions be¬ 
yond anybody's control. Their asser¬ 
tions that they make an almost Infln- 
ltesmnl profit nnd.often opernte at a 
loss do not seem to make much Im¬ 
pression on either the public or the 
agencies of Justice. That their state¬ 
ments are not always ingenuous Is In¬ 
stanced by the following assertion of 
the “commercial research department” 
of one of the big five: 

"The general high price level Is not 
due to manipulation. This Is shown 
by a recent report of the war indus¬ 
tries hoard, which proves that prices 
In other countries of the world have 
risen as much as or more than they 
have In the United States, and that 
this has been true even In countries 
relatively unaffected by war conditions, 
such ns Japan and Australia." 

The truth Is that Australia Is glutted 
with food products and Its people are 
struggling to keep prices up to a prof¬ 
itable level. Also, while there was a 
hig advance In the prices of Japan’s 
chief food, rice, It wns admittedly due 
to the manipulations of boarders nnd 
profiteers and was the cause of riots 
and of government action. 


Already the rnllronds of the country 
nre greatly hampered by the strike of 
the shop workers. This was not au¬ 
thorized by the nntlonal unions, nnd It 
begnn to collapse when the president 
told the men their demands would not 
be considered until they resumed work. 


President Addresses Congress on 
Cost of Living and the Pos¬ 
sible Remedies. 


Both England nnd France nre han¬ 
dling their tremendous lnbor difficulties 
fairly well. In the former the strike 
of city policemen seems to be n faiP 
ure, though in Liverpool It was accom¬ 
panied by serious rioting. In France 
the workers hnve sensibly agreed to 
postpone all strikes for six months and 
meantime they will Join with the em¬ 
ployers and the government In earnest 
efforts to solve the proolems of wages 
and prices to stimulate greater pro¬ 
duction, which alone.

It would b.» an unmeasur¬ 
able blessing If some of the common 
sense that has moved the French la¬ 
borers to keep up production could be 
Instilled In the American workers so 
they might realize that in cutting off 
production they are cutting their own 
throats.

General Campaign la Started Agalnat 
Profiteer#—Railway Union# De¬ 
mand More Pay, Urge the 
Plumb Plan and Threaten 
to 8trike.

The open season for profiteers has 
come. If there Is n bright spot In the 
world's aky, that Is It For the rest 
the clouds are black enough to suit 
the most confirmed pessimist. 

Government officials. Investigating 
bodies. Individual economists—all hnve 
been earnestly seeking for the prime 
causes of the high cost of living. The 
cold-blooded, greedy profiteer who bat¬ 
tens on the misfortunes of the people 
Is the most easily discerned of those 
causes and Is going to be the first to 
be dealt with. All the sympathy he 
get# must come from himself. 

President Wilson appeared before 
congress Friday and delivered a schol¬ 
arly essay on the subject, which In¬ 
cluded vurlous recommendations for 
legislative action, and told what the 
government already Is doing In the 
way of curbing the operations of the 
profiteers. He urged the permanent 
extension of the food control net, a 
law regulating cold storage, a law re¬ 
quiring that nil goods entering Inter¬ 
state shipment be marked with the 
producers’ price, prompt ennetment of 
the pending capital issues bill, nnd, 
what seems to the writer most Impor¬ 
tant of all, the passage of a law re¬ 
quiring federal licensing of all corpor¬ 
ations engaged In Interstate commerce. 

The president did not overlook the 
opi»ortnnlty to push the immedlnte 
ratification of the pence treaty and 
league covenant lie devoted much of 
bis message to assertions. In varied 
form, that until peace la established 
only provisional and makeshift results 
can be accomplished in the way of re¬ 
ducing living costa. There can be no 
settled conditions anywhere In the 
world, he declared, until the treaty Is 
out of the way. Such views did not meet 
with the approvul of most of the Re¬ 
publican congressmen, and their Indig¬ 
nation wns aroused hy the fact that 
the president used the domestic Issue 
a# a weapon In the contest over the 
League of Nations. 


BETTER THAN WOODEN FENCE 


Wall Constructed of Loose Stones 
Has Many Points of Superiority 
-—Harmonizes With Nature. 


Chicago’s race war, which at bottom 
was largely Industrial and partly po¬ 
litical, practically came to an ehd, and 
on Thursday more than 3,000 colored 
employees of the packing houses re¬ 
turned to work. As they walked In, a 
large number of white employees laid 
down their tools nnd quit, some of 
them because most of the colored 
workers are nonunion and others be¬ 
cause they objected to laboring under 
police and military protection. 


The sngar situation Is confusing 
and statements are ns conflicting as 
those relating to the packing Industry. 
However the government believes the 
sugar men also are profiteering and 
three officials of the Pittsburgh branch 
of a Chicago concern were arrested. 
It Is asserted that scalpers have vast 
quantities of sugar stored away nnd 
that dealers are forced to buy where 
they can and pay whst is asked. In 
this, as in the case of other food prod¬ 
ucts, the accused say the government 
Is partly to blame for shipping vast 
supplies to Europe nnd thus creating 
a domestic shortage. The conc-* ted 
attacks by federal and locals authori¬ 
ties caused Immediate and sharp de¬ 
clines In the wholesale prices of many 
foods, but there was little evidence 
that the consumer was profiting by the 
declines, which seemed to put some of 
the onus on the retailers. 


The New England stone wall, as a 
feature in landscape scenery, Is some¬ 
times spoken of ns a deformity; yet 
It cannot be denied thut the same lines 
of wooden fence would mar the beauty 
of our prospect In a greater degree. 
On account of the loose manner in 
whlth the stones are laid one upon an¬ 
other, ns well as the character of the 
materials, this wall harmonizes with 
the rude aspects of nature better than 
any kind of mnsonry. It seems to me 
less of n blemish than a trimmed hedge 
or any other kind of fence, unless In 
ornamental grounds. In wild pas¬ 
tures and lands devoted to rustic la¬ 
bor, the stone wall Is the most pictur¬ 
esque boundary mark that has yet been 
Invented. A trimmed hedge In such 
places would present to the eye an In¬ 
tolerable formality. One of the charms 
of the loose stone wall Is the manifest 
ease with which It may be overleaped. 
It menaces no Infringement of our lib¬ 
erties. When we look abroad upon the 
face of n country subdivided only by 
long lines of loose stones, nnd over¬ 
grown with vines and shrubbery, we 
feel no sense of constraint. . . . 
Fences are deformities of prospect 
which we are obliged to use and tol¬ 
erate. But the loose stone wall only 
la expressive of the fre^lom which 
la grateful to the traveler and the 
rambler.—Wilson Flagg.

The Austrian peace delegates made 
their counter-proposals to the treaty 
terms submitted by the allies. These 
were unexpectedly mild and the com- 
plalntB of the Austrians are ulmost 
pathetic. They assert that too much 
territory Is taken from their country, 
citing especially the Tyrol and south¬ 
ern Bohemia, and say the war debt 
loaded on them Is so heavy they are 
not sure the Austrian people cun exist 
under such conditions. 


Following up the memorandum of 
the locomotive engineers presented to 
the president, fourteen railroad uni¬ 
ons acting as a unit handed to Director 
General Hines a demand for wage In¬ 
creases with a general program de¬ 
signed to meet the present crlBls, In¬ 
volving the threat of a general railroad 
strike. They ask that congress appro¬ 
priate the money to provide Increased 
pay and that the proper rate-making 
body then determine what increases 
If any should be made In rates. 

“Any permanent solution of the rail¬ 
road problem must necessarily remove 
the element of returns to capital as the 
sole purpose of operation." say the 
unions, and so the director general Is 
asked to recommend to President Wil¬ 
son that he try to obtain the passage 
by congress of the so-called Plumb 
plan. This plan, In eliminating pri¬ 
vate capital front the railroads, not 
only proposes but demands that the 
present private owners he reimbursed 
with government bonds for “every hon¬ 
est dollar that they have invested"; 
that the public, the operating manage¬ 
ments, and labor share equally In cor¬ 
porations to take over the railroads, 
and that In all revenues In excess of 
the guarantee to private capital the op¬ 
erators and employees share one-balf, 
“either by Increasing the means for 
service without Increasing fixed charg¬ 
es or by reducing the cost of the ser¬ 
vice which the machinery then in ser- 
render."

Most prominent of the alleged profit- 
leers are the Chicago packers, the “big 
five” who are reputed to control much 
W the world’s food supplies. Some 
Itlme ago they were Investigated by the 
federal trade commission uud thut body 
rnude u report thut was bitterly at¬ 
tacked by the defenders of the pack¬ 
ers. Now with that report at a basis 
president Wilson has directed the de¬ 
partment of justice to institute at once 
-civil and crltnluaj proceedings against 
ithe hig five. The attorney general stat- 
ted that he was satisfied the evidence 
■developed Indicated a clear violation 
of the anti trust laws, and that Isador 
J. Kresel of New York was In charge 
of the prosecution. The packers are 
to be accused of unfairly and illegally 
using their power to manipulate live 
•lock markets, to restrict interstate 
and International supplies of foods, to 
control the prices of dressed meats 
and other foods, to defraud both the 
producers and the consumers of foods, 
to crush competition, to secure special 
privileges from railroads, stock yards 
companies and municipalities, and to 
profiteer. The department of justice 
will pr-toeed against them not ouly for 
violation of the anti-trust laws but also 
tinder the provisions of the food law of 
3918 against the hoarding of food. 


Japan, through Foreign Minister 
Uchida, promises to restore Shantung 
to China on conclusion of arrange¬ 
ments with the Peking government to 
carry out the pledge given In the 
agreement of 1915. President Wilson, 
however, now reveals the fact thut the 
Juiwriese peace delegates gave sub¬ 
stantially the same promise in the In- 
ter-allled conference of April 30 with¬ 
out uuy reference to the agreement of 
1915. The president believes the Jaje 
unese statement clears up the doubt 
about the Shantung affair. Secretary 
of State Lansing told the senate for¬ 
eign relations xmuuittee that China 
hud never protested to the president 
ugaiust the Shantung settlement hy 
the allied peace council; thut tha 
cluuse was accepted by the decision of 
the president and thut he, Mr. Lan¬ 
sing. did not believe It was needed to 
obtain Japan's adherence to the 
League of Nations.

HOT WEATHER FOODS. 

For a hot night when anything 
heavy will not be enjoyed, try a bread 
and cheese souffle. 
Spread aliens of bread 
with butter, lay In a bak¬ 
ing dish, sprinkle gener¬ 
ously with a strong 
cheese, cut In bits If 
fresh, grated If stale; 
pour over a custanl, 
using two eggs, a pint of 
— milk and salt and cay¬ 

enne Instead of suggr. 
Bake In a moderate oven until well 
■ot. Serve hot from the dish lu which 
It was baked. 

A sandwich Is always a good sum¬ 
mer food to servo at a light supper. 
Cut cucumbers very thin, spread with 
mayonnaise or a boiled dressing and 
place between buttered bread. Lettuce 
Is another good filling with salad dress¬ 
ing. 

Small sponge cakes filled with whip¬ 
ped cream. Jam or with any flavor of 
cooked cream makes a dainty dessert 
which Is easy to prepure. Custards of 
various kinds and flavors are well 
liked. The following are a few not 
commonly served: 

Ginger Custard.—As this Is to be a 
molded custard we will need four eggs. 
Beat them slightly and add two cup¬ 
fuls of scalded milk, one-half cupful of 
sugar and one-half teaspoonful of salt 
Garnish the sides of the buttered cus¬ 
tard cups with thin strips of Canton 
ginger, strain the custard Into the 
molds and cook In water In the oven 
until firm. Less sugar may be used and 
the sirup of the ginger added as a 
sauce when serving. 

Baked Orange Custard.—Beat the 
yolks of threo eggs until light; add 
half a cupful of sugar, one white of an 
egg, the grated rind of an orange, one- 
quarter capful of orange Juice and one 
and one-qoarter cupfuls of milk. Mix 
and turn into buttered cups and bake 
until the custard is firm. Cool and 
serve surrounded with sections of or¬ 
ange. This custard will unmold and 
hold Its shape. 

Cheese Custard.—This Is made as 
any other custard, adding a quarter of 
a cupful of grated cheese and salt and 
cayenne for seasoning.

SUMMER SALADS AND OTHER 
DISHES. 

A most attractive salad may be 
made by using a cupful of two or 
threo cooked veg- 
e t a b 1 e s . Make 
small mounds of 
chopped seasoned 

V chopped potato, 

outlining each with 

tables should bo marinated with 
French dressing to season well, then 
serve with muynnnulse or a boiled 
dressing. Smoked salmon, sardines or 
herring cut In strips may be used In 
place of the beets. 

Fi«h Aspic.—l*ut head und bones of 
whltellsh intq one quart of cold wa¬ 
ter, udd two cupfuls of lomuto juice, 
two tablespoon fuls of chopped onion, 
two tablespoonfuls each of chopped 
carrot and celery, two sprigs of pars¬ 
ley uml a bit of bay leaf, und one und 
a half teaapoonfulg of peppercorns. 
Simmer gently one and one-half hours, 
Btrain, season with salt, cayenne und 
lemon Juice. When cool udd the whites 
and yolks of two eggs with four table- 
spoonfuls of gelatin; stir constantly 
until the boiling point is reached, let 
stand ten minutes, strain through u 
double thickness of cheesecloth and 
mold until firm. Serve on lettuce with 
any desired dressing. This uspic muy 
be used as the foundation for any num¬ 
ber of fish salads. Take some of the 
aspic, hard-cooked egg, shrimps and 
cucumber, and u most pleasing combi¬ 
nation is prepared. 

Fresh Ash. fried until crisp and 
brown and served with crisp lettuce 
salad, with a slice of fresh tomato, 
bread, and a simple dessert of add 
fruit Hke the following, will make 
another good dinner menu. 

Cheese and Banana 8alad. -Remove 
the skin from two bananas, scrape and 
cut in halves lengthwise. Mix one 
Ncufchatel cheese with two table¬ 
spoonfuls of chopped mint leaves, add 
salt and French dressing to moisten. 
Spread one-half the mixture on the 
two slices of hauana. cover with tho 
other slices and prints firmly. Out in 
slices and arrange on lettuce; serve 
with Freurh dressing, (.’hopped nuts 
or olives may l»e usi-d for variety In 
place of the mint leaves. 

Bacon and Lettuce.—Fry thin slices 
of bacon crisp und brown. Spread 
rye bread with msyoBbaise salad 
dressing and lay on the bacon with a 
crisp lettuce leaf for tlllipg. Serve at 
once while the bacou is still hoL

8UMMER DESSERTS. 

With fresh fruit, such ns berries, 
melons and the luscious peach, we need 
' not prepare des¬ 
serts during hot 
weather, but an 
occasional p u ri¬ 
ding not too heavy 
or too complicat¬ 
ed to prepare will 
be welcomed tot 
our menus. 

Tapioca Fruit 
Pudding.—Ileat two cupfuls of milk in 
a double holler, add one-third of a cup¬ 
ful of sugar or one-fourth of a cupful 
of honey and stir In six tablespoonfuls 
of tapioca. Cook until clear. I’our 
Into n bowl to cool, then fold In one 
cupful of heavy cream whipped with a 
teaspoonful of vanilla, t Serve with 
peaches sliced or any berries In sea¬ 
son. 

Indian Coconut Pudding.—Tlent one 
quart of milk to the boiling point, add 
a cupful of cornmeal, stirring constant¬ 
ly ; cook ten to fifteen minutes. Add 
a teaspoonful of suit, u third of n cup¬ 
ful of sugar, half u cupful of shredded 
coconut, and one-fourth of a teaspoon¬ 
ful of clunamon. Bake in a greased 
pan In a slow oven one hour. 

Rice With Bananas.—Peel nnd scrape 
threo well-ripened bananas und mash 
them with a fork to a creamy pulp, 
adding a few drops of lemon Juice. 
Stir this lightly Into one cupful ot 
cooked rlco and serve with cream. 

Apricot Ice—Take a cupful of corn 
sirup, two cupfuls of canued or fresh 
apricots; cook until soft, mash and 
put through a colander. If the dried 
apricots are used soak overnight and 
cook until soft before mashing. Add 
two tablespoonfuls of lemon Juice, a 
cupful of water, mix well uud freeze. 
If a cream is wanted, substitute a cup 
of thin cream for tho wuter and freeze. 

Junket.—Heat to luke-warm tem¬ 
perature one quart of milk; dissolve 
a junket tablet In a tablespoonful of 
water and stir Into the milk while 
warm. Add half a cupful of honey and 
a teaspoonful of lemon or orange ex¬ 
tract, pour Into sherbet cups and let 
stand In a warm room until set. Then 
place on Ice and chill. Serve with a 
spoonful of berries nnd cream, or a 
hit of Jelly, chopped nuts or sliced 
fruit. 

Spanish Omelet.—Make a plain 
omelet by the usual method, using 
the number of eggs needed to serve 
tho family. Melt a tablespoonful of 
butter; add a tablespoonful each of 
chopped onion ami green pepper. Cook 
until soft, then add a can of prepnred 
tomato .soup and heat. Pour a little 
of the shuce over the omelet before 
folding, then pour the rest urouud 
tho omelet. 

BREAD AND CAKE THAT YOU CAN 
MAKE. 

In many cities delicious cakes nnd 
breuds muy be purchased which, If 

S murie at home by a reli¬ 
able recipe, will be us 
good and twice as cheap. 

Raised Nut Bread— 
Soften one-quarter of a 
yeast cake In two table- 
spoonfuls of water; add 
one cupful of scalded and 
cooled skim milk, one- 
quarter cupful of dark 
molasses, one teaspoon¬ 
ful of suit, two and one-half cupfuls 
of entire wheat flour and one-half cup¬ 
ful of walnut meats. Mix and knead 
until smooth. Let rise until double 
Its bulk, adding the chopped nuts In 
the lust kneading. Shape lu two 
loaves; let rise again and hake. 

Banbury Tarts.—Sift together two 
und one-hulf cupfuls of flour, two uud 
u half teaspoonfuls of huking powder, 
one und one-fourth tenspoonfulu of 
salt. Work or cut In with two knives 
four tablespoon fills of shortening; add 
u half cupful of cold water, knead 
lightly and roll out. Spreuri with 
three tablespoonfuls of shortening, 
roll up like a Jelly roll, pat with rolling 
pin uml roll out. Spread again with 
three tahlespoonfuls of fat and roll up, 
pat and roll out uguiu; repeat until 
threo-fourths of a cup of shortening Is 
used, then roll the pastry to one-fourth 
Inch lu thickness and cut Into flve- 
inch circles. Fill with the mixture of 
two cupfuls of raisins (chopped), half 
a cupful of Jelly, und half a cupful of 
! bread crumbs. Place the tilling on oue 
| side, wet the edges ami fold, pressing 
the edges well together, i'rlck and 
bake on a buklng sheet. 

Hermits.—Take half a cupful of 
melted shortening, udd one cupful of 
molusses and half a cupful of sour 
milk; sift with two cupfuls of wblts 
flour und one of oat dour, one tea- 
spoonful each of soda, cinnamon and 
cloves, oue-fourth of a teaspoonfui of 
nutmeg, one and one-half teaspooDfuls 
I of salt; add u cupful of chopped rala- 
i Ins and mix as usual. Drop from a tea- 
( j spoon on two greased buklng sheet* 
, ! This makes five dozen small cakes.

This year, because 
they have K-amed to like this dairy 
product, people want to know more of 
the manufacture uud use of Jottuge 
cheese. State-wide work for this pur¬ 
pose Is being carried on ugain in Iowa, 
Michigan. Kansas, and I’tnh. In these 
state* the home manufacture of oot- 
tuge cheese and butler, when condi¬ 
tions warrant, will be encouraged by 


the stute and federal dairy authorities, 
and efforts to Increase the general use 
of cottage cheese will be made. 

In New York, New Jersey, Delaware', 
Massachusetts. Connecticut, and Ithode 
Island, educational work to teach 
housewives the value of skimmed milk 
products is being carried on in the 
cities. The places where the women 
demonstrators ure endeavoring to cre¬ 
ate a demand are situated where there 
Is usually a surplus of skim milk. 
Dairy specialists will also help the 
milkmen in their efforts to manufac¬ 
ture cottuge cheese of extra quality.

Lights for Surgery.

In the pust It was necessary for the 
surgeon to work with hls bunds ex¬ 
posed to tho baneful Influence of the 
rays, and also wltn a mere shadowy 
light of the rays themselves to work 
by. Now It hns been found, 
through the experiments of a French 
surgeon, that operating with a bright 
red light alternating with the X-rays 
makes the operutlon Itself easier, and 
also the alternating lights make the 
eyes especially sensitive, so thut the 
most delicate und minor delulls of the 
X-ray shadows seem cleur.

PARAVANE PROVED ITS WORTH 


No Vessel Protected by That Contri¬ 
vance Is Known to Have Been 
Sunk by Mines. 

The oddity of the word “pnravnne,” 
as It now reaches the gonerul public, 
shows liow well an Important secret 
was kept during the historic yenrs 
1017-18. During tlko.se years the In¬ 
vention, perfected at Portsmouth, 
England, was added to some 4,()0C 
British vessels, and no case Is known 
In which a ship thus protected was 
damaged by a sunken mine. Towed 
under wnter on both sides of the how 
the panivune, shaped like n kite, met 
the mooring wire of the sunken mine, 
deflected Hie hidden nieuuce to a safe 
distance from the ship, severed It* 
mooring, and left It free to come to 
the surface where It could he exploded 
hy gun lire. Seamen niiturully enough 
soon came to spenk of the paravanes 
ns “otters,” snd they enabled muny u 
vessel to travel safely through mine- 
infested waters. Several hundred 
American ships had been thus 
equipped nt the signing of the nrtnl 
stlce, und It Is a pleasing thought that 
the cessation of hostilities saved about 
$10,000,000 which the United States 
meant to spend In providing puruvunes 
for American shipping.

Shortly after their miscarriage, 
features in which are unpleasantly 
suggestive of inquisitorial nroceed- 
ings in other lands, the Rev. Mr. I 
Lenthall seems to have loft Wey¬ 
mouth, for lie Is next heard of in 
Rhode Island, ttint blessed asylum 
for the persecuted of Massachusetts. 

Mr. Lentlmll, however, represented 
only a schism in the Weymouth 
church; Mr. Jenner was flip minister 
in the line of true succession. He 
retired to Maine in 1G40 and was 
succeeded in his pastorate by Mr. i 
Newman, who at last brought with 1 
him peaee to the distracted church. , 
He must have been a very superior 
man,—able, learned and faithful. Ed¬ 
ucated at Oxford, lie had preached 
many years in England before com-; 
ing to tills country in 1G3S. He , 
then spent some time in Dorchester, 
and was subsequently invited to 
Weymouth, where lie settled and 
remained until he migrated with 
the larger portion of his people to 
Rehoboth. He is the real author j 
of the Concordance to the Bible 
Which goes under Cruden's name; t 
for it was he who prepared the! 
basis of the work, which was sub- 1 
sequently finished and published at 
Cambridge. 

The Weymouth church had now 
had three preachers in nine years, 
but the day of short /pastorates was 
over. The Rev. Thomas Thatcher 
was ordained as the successor of 
Mr. Newman in 1644, and there 
remained, beloved and respected of 
his people, for twenty years. Then , 
marrying a second time, and his 
parish being unable to afford him 
a sufficient maintenance, he moved 
to Boston, the home of his wife, 
its spiritual and its medical adviser, 
and in him Weymouth lost at once 
for i"r. Thatcher was a skilful 
physician as well as a learned di¬ 
vine. Subsequently, in 16G9, he 
became the first pastor of the Old 
South Church, Boston, in which po¬ 
sition he died, in 1678, eaving be¬ 
hind him a race of descendants 
whose names are familiar through 
a century of colonial annals. 

To Mr. Thatcher's pastorate or 
twenty years succeeded the fifty-one 
years of the learned and exemplary’ 
Samuel Torrey the trusted advisei 
of the magistrates of his day, the 
initimate friends of all its leading 
divines, thrice invited to preach the 
election sermon, twice called to the 
presidency of Harvard College. 

Mr. Torrey enjoyed a very re¬ 
markable gift of prayer, so that it 
is told of him that upon the occasion 
of a public fast, in 109G, after all 
Hie other exercises, he prayed for 
two hours, and that so acceptably 
that his auditors, when toward the 
close he hinted at some new and 
I agreeable fields of thought, could 
not help wishing him to enlarge 
! upon them. H« died deeply lamen- 
I ted at the age of seventy-six, in

FREE PLANS FOR DWELLINGS 


United States Housing Corporation’* 
Scheme to Assist Own-Youn- 
Own-Home Committees. 


And Couch Hammocks 

For the Summer Home 


The fnct thnt plans for dwellings, 
prepared by the United States Housing 
corporation during war time for vari¬ 
ous government projects, are to be 
ninde available for general public use 
by the own-your-own-home section, 
Information and education service, 
United Stnfcs department of labor, will 
serve to stimulate the Interest of wom¬ 
en In all pnrts of the country In this 
movement 

Several types of houses have been 
selected, and the plnns for these will 
bo given to own-your-own-home com¬ 
mittees which are now carrying on 
cnmpnlgns In more tlinn -10 cities. 
These plnns are for dwellings that will 
best serve the needs of nvernge fami¬ 
lies. Beauty and utility hnve been 
combined In the most practical mnnper 
and the plnns nre capable of many vn- 
rlations. It Is explained that the pur¬ 
pose Is not to Interfere in any way 
with the work of locnl architects by 
thus providing government plnns, free 
of cost, but It is expected thnt when 
the estlmntes in widely sopnrnted 
stntcs are compiled the information 
will be of value to prospective home 
owners, while it will nftord compari¬ 
sons of the varying cost of construc¬ 
tion in many parts of the United 
States. The employment of local arch¬ 
itects is advocated. 

Requests that local own-your-own- 
home cnmpnlgns be started without 
delay were sent out by the United 
States department of labor to 400 
cities. Letters were addressed to 
mayors, lnbor organizations and the 
clergy, as well as to clubs and otljer 
associations thnt have expressed will¬ 
ingness to aid the cnmpnlgns. While 
there nre now 40 cities conducting well- 
advanced own-your-own-home cnm¬ 
pnlgns, nearly 200 others hnve started 
the work of stimulating building.

The witnesses In Boston said their 
mnrgln of profit was no larger than 
when shoes were selling at much lower 
prices, and thnt n decline might be 
expected, perhaps a yenr hence. 


Considerable uneasiness, not t> say 
anxiety, was caused in the cn^ltnls 
of the allied nntlons by the news thnt 
the Kolchnk government of western 
Slberln was M on the run” If not quite 
collapsed. The bolshevik armies 
gained repeated victories over Kol¬ 
chak’s forces, and at last reports the 
latter were hastily moving eastward. 
The admiral's plight was laid to short¬ 
age of guns and ammunition, and large 
supplies of both were dispatched to 
him from the United States by way of 
the Faciflc ocenn. Whether they would 
reach him in time to save his troops 
from disaster was uncertain. 

Better news came from both north 
and south Russia. On the Dvlaa a 
force of British and Russians de¬ 
stroyed six battalions of bolshevik!, 
taking 1,000 prisoners and many guns 
and advancing its front [12 miles. In 
Volhynia the Ukrainians hnve taken 
the railway center of Lutsk and the 
fortress of Dubno, and the bolshevlki 
also abandoned the important city of 
Vinnltza in the Ukraine. General Den- 
lklne's armies were making steady 
progress toward Odessa and at the 
northwest corner of the Black sea 
they were only 50 miles from a Jano 
tion with the Roumanian forces. 


The British, too, are attacking the 
cost of living problem with vigor. The 
house of commons had before it a bill 
to curb profiteering, and nfter a hard 
fight the measure was amended so ns 
to empower the board of trade, nfter 
an investigation, to fix wholesale and 
retail prices. Sir Auckland Geddas, 
minister of national service, said this 
would operate in cases where com¬ 
munities were likely to be bled by any 
combination, national or International, 
for the purpose of raising prices; and 
Andrew Bonar Low mode it clear that 
the government had no intention of es¬ 
tablishing a general system of price- 
fixing throughout the country. 

Belgium Is suffering, like most of the 
rest of the world, and the labor party 
there has suggested to the prime min¬ 
ister a series of measures to arrest the 
increasing prices of necessaries, to en¬ 
courage the home growing of food and 
to Insure the equal distribution of Im¬ 
ports. The party wants the govern¬ 
ment to fix the prices of foodstuffs and 
to control the prices of coal and cloth¬ 
ing. 

Paris was the scene of some lively 
scrapping last week between the food 
vendors In the markets and the price 
vigilance committees and would-be 
purchasers. The committees endeav¬ 
ored to prevent foodstuffs bought by 
the hotels and other large consumers 
from lea ring the markets; asserting 
that the willingness of those buyers 
to pay any prices, however high, re¬ 
sulted In the raising of all prices. Dur¬ 
ing the fighting many Btalls and shops 
were looted.

Teat Case Against Alleged Sugar 
Hoarder*—Labor Situation la Lit¬ 
tle Improved—Kolchak’s Siberi¬ 
an Armies In Flight—Rou- 
r manlana In Hungary 

; Defy Allied Com¬ 

mission.

Spurred on by the welcome, if long- 
delayed potion of the chief executive, 
•11 available forces of the federal gov¬ 
ernment are devoting themselves to 
the task of reducing the cost of liv¬ 
ing, and they are receiving the en¬ 
thusiastic cq-operation of state and 
municipal bodies and officials all over 
the country. 

Attorney General Pnlmer sent out 
Instructions and authority to confiscate 
at once hoarded food stocks, and large 
quantities of foodstuffs In warehouses 
were seized In Chattanooga, Tampa, 
Jacksonville. Fla.; Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex., and other places. In every case, 
according to Mr. Palmer's Instructions, 
the names of the hoarders and the 
amounts of food seized were made pub¬ 
lic, for It was thought the publicity 
would result In the Immediate release 
of excessive amounts of foodstuffs 
that have been withheld from con -1 
sumption. The attorney general cen¬ 
tered his attention especially on Chi¬ 
cago. not only because It is ‘.he great¬ 
est food storage center of the world, 
but because he had learned the spec¬ 
ulators there had been particularly and 
perniciously active. The Chicago 
packers, naturally, are the chief tar¬ 
gets, because they are alleged to be 
In control of the cold-storuge business, 
not only there but all over the coun¬ 
try. This they deny. Senator McKcl- 
lar has introduced a bill for federal 
regulation of cold-storage plants and 
In supporting It he told of the vast 
amounts of poultry, eggs and butter 
In atoruge nnd of the apparent exorbi¬ 
tant profits made on those commodi¬ 
ties by some middlemen. Louis Swift 
says he has been and is in favor of 
regulation of storage methods; and 
President Horn of the American Re¬ 
frigerating association asserts his or¬ 
ganization would not object to reason¬ 
able regulatory measures, but that 
moat of th>.‘ suggested plans ure too 
drastic. 

The government's fight against the 
sugar hoarders also centered in Chi¬ 
cago. and the first test case is that 
against the officials of the Central Su¬ 
gar company who were arrested u 
week or more ago. Heury H. Rolapp, 
head of the sugar distribution com¬ 
mittee of the food administration, said 
the situation was serious, as eanners 
and dealers were clamoring in vain 
for sugar. The railway shopmen’s 
■trike entered Into this, as 20.000,000 
pounds of sugar was delayed in Cali¬ 
fornia by lack of cars. Mr. Rolapp 
said that in a few days the arrival of 
cane sugar from New Orleans and beet 
sugar from the West would flood the 
market. 

The entire food crusade had Its ef¬ 
fect on retail prices, in some instances 
only slight and in others, notably po¬ 
tatoes. very marked. The federal 
agents Intend to go after the retail 
grocers and butchers for profiteeriug, 
as well as after the bigger game, and 
before long the suffering consumer 
may get relief that will actually affect 
his bank roll. 


SEES NEED FOR ZONING LAW

forded Proper Protection.

Chicago Is asking the nilnols legisla¬ 
ture for a zoning law—a law that will 
permit cities In Illinois to say what 
part shall be reserved for residence 
purposes. This Is a thing that every 
city in the country has some Inter¬ 
est In because It Is a step In the right 
direction, asserts the Davenport Times. 
There must be factory and commercial 
districts, of course, and there must 
also be residence districts. But It Isn’t 
fair to a man who has developed a 
residence property, beautified the 
grounds, ,and arranged the house to 
suit him,'to have all of sudden, some 
sort of business concern established 
next door, to the deterlment of his 
home. Every city In the country has 
numerous examples of Just that sort of 
thing. Restricting residence property 
is going to becoinv njore und more the 
thing ns the years go by. We have a 
few districts in Davenport thnt are 
thus protected, but there are many 
other districts where the people who 
own homes hnve no protection at ull 
from the possibility of undesirable 
construction und business enterprises 
on the lots next door. 


The Roumanians who occupied 
Budapest were a stubborn lot tnd 
flatly refused to take orders from the 
allied commission there and get out 
again, declaring they yvould remain 
until a stahle government was estab¬ 
lished. The peace council at Paria 
was a bit flahbergnsted and feared 
that If Roumania were permitted to 
defy Its orders, Germany and other 
enemy countries might be encouraged 
to do likewise. The Roumanian* 
threatened that if they were forced to 
withdraw they would strip Hungary of 
everything portable, nnd Indeed they 
era suid to he doing that now. Their 
representatives In Budapest said the 
only policy for Hungary was union 
with Roumania under a Roumanian 
king. Antonesco, the Roumanian min¬ 
ister to Paris, snys Roumania does not 
favor the Installation of Archduke Jo¬ 
seph in power, considering him reac¬ 
tionary. The situation was strained 
‘but the peace council wns hopeful of 
an amicable settlement. 


The labor situation In the United 
States did not show marked improve¬ 
ment. In spite of all efforts to make 
them return to work, the striking rail¬ 
way shopmen in many localities were 
obdurate, and the officers of their in¬ 
ternational union were compelled to 
threaten them with expulsion from the 
union if they did not resume their la¬ 
bors. Then delegates representing 
500,000 shopmen met in Chicago and 
voted to go back to work. 

Before August 25 a general strike 
of steel workers throughout the coun¬ 
try may he declared. The men have 
been taking a vote on the question in 
all the plants. They demand $1 an 
hour, a 44-hour week nnd better work¬ 
ing conditions. Such n strike will af¬ 
fect more than a million men. 

As congress has not yet acted on 
the Plumb plan, the railway brother¬ 
hoods are waiting. Meanwhile the 
Plumb plan is getting some very hard 
knocks from industrial and railway 
experts, some of whom assert it would 
increase the cost of living. Charles 
Piez says the Plumb bill is about as 
bad us it could be made, adding; “As 
a shipper and citizen, I should like to 
be told what advantage or profit the 
publh- will get outside of the privilege 
of ,.i«ylng the yearly deficit.” Mr. 
Pi' mb oH the house committee on In¬ 
terstate commerce that he either had 
or could procure evidence proving that 
a systematized plundering of all the 
railroads has been conducted under 
the direction of the Morgan und Rock¬ 
efeller hanking Interests.

Building a House for Sunshine. 

One of the problems of modern city 
planning Is to get sunshine. For ex¬ 
ample, to quote a Canudian city 
planner propounding what almost 
sounds like a conundrum; “How shall 
a detached building be constructed and 
oriented so that not only the exterior 
wall surfaces, but also the surface of 
the ground around them shall have the 
direct rays of the sun for us long n 
time as possible on December 21?" The 
problem, it uppenrs, can be worked 
out, nnd has been, la the case of at 
least one town, In which each house, 
and even euch building In the busi¬ 
ness section, is a solution of tills tech¬ 
nical problem. It appears also thnt 
the way not to do it is to follow the 
long established custom of many build¬ 
ers in the north temperate zone und 
square the walls of the building with 
the points of the compass. The town 
that gets all possible sunlight has no 
north and south or east and west 
streets, and the walls of its structures 
stand at various angles with the 
weather vane, if there is one, on the 
church steeple.

PUT ON DIRECTLY OVER HUB 


In cast's of emergency, the roar, or 
driving wheel of an automobile may he 
used as a drum around which the line 
from a hoisting tackle Is fecund. The 
power from the wheel, when turning 
free from the ground. Is sufficient to 
exert great force In winding up the 
tackle rope. For thnt purpose, the 
drum described was designed to be at¬ 
tached directly over the hub, and to 
the spokes of the wheel.

Give 
the hauling rope a few turns about 
the drum, then apply the power to the 
wheel and at (he same time pull easily 
upon the rope, keeping It taut on the 
drum.

The lirst Important consideration In 
salad making Is a good foundation. 
Whatever Is used let It be crisp and 
fresh and neatly arranged and the ' 
next Important step Is the dressing. 
The most delightful combinations may ' 
be ruined by a poor, badly seasoned 
dressing. Salads containing fish, meat, 
aots, eggs or cheese will make a dish 
sufficiently sustaining for a main dish. 

The simplest of all dressings Is the 
French dressing and one which Is 
most commonly used. With a good 
brand of olive oil, using three parts of 
oil to one of vinegnr, a little salt and 
sugar with a dash of paprika and 
cayenne, all beaten with a Dover egg 
l>eater until thick, and all the Ingredi¬ 
ents cold, this dressing Is ready to 
serve.

PREPARED. 

Porlshnble meats like Rweethrends, 
brains, liver and kidneys are so

decrease if more 
of our people 
used these sundries; then there would 
be plenty of all kinds for all. at all 
times. Sweetbreads are considered n 
grent delicacy, hut brains are spurned 
by the majority, for no reason than 
that they are not In the habit of cook¬ 
ing them. The same Is true of liver 
and kidneys, the latter If carefully 
cleaned, parboiled und cooked make a 
most tasty dish. 

Liver from whatever animal Is ten¬ 
der and requires little cooking to make 
It palatable, while kidney should have 
either a long, slow cooking nr a very 
short stage; there is no middle ground. 

A heart Is better If cooked slowly u 
long time, or It may he sliced and 
cooked in a hot frying pan. If a ten¬ 
der young heart, this makes most de¬ 
licious eating cooked ns one does 
stenk, either broiled or pun broiled. 

Tripe being what It Is, the stomach 
lining, Is very easy of digestion und 
needs but little cooking. It Is usually 
served with a highly seasoned suuce 
of some kind, tomato being the fu- 
vorlte. 

A piece of sparer!!), though covered 
with little meat, which, by the way, 
grows less and less, makes n good sea¬ 
soning for a dish of cabbage, even If 
there Is no meat to serve; the flavor 
Is there which makes a tasty dish. 
Greens, beets, spinach, dandelions may 
be cooked with spurerlbs. 

Sweetbreads are too expensive In 
the city for the average family, hut In 
the couillry where there Is less de¬ 
mand they art* sold at a reasonable 
price. To cook, simmer In water to 
cover, to which has been added a half 
tablespoonful of vinegar. Remove 
I after twenty minutes of simmering 
and plunge Into cold water to make 
them firm. After removing all the un- 
edible portions they are ready to he 
creamed, baked or fried. 

A SUMMER DINNER 

A pleasing beginning for u dinner Is 
some sort of fruit cocktull, served 
' — well chilled in duluty 

stemmed glasses, gar¬ 
nished with u sprig of 
mint or a maraschino 
cherry ou the edge of the 
glass. There Is such 
wide range In fruits that 
one may have at any 
season something worth 
while. 

■ A very pretty and de¬ 

licious fruit cocktail U made of the 
heart of a ripe watermelon. Cut balls 
with a good-sized 1- reach potato cutter, 
marinate with a sugur sirup flavored 
delicately with orange rind. The Juice 
rf the orange may be added to *the 
sirup, cutting down some of the »»■ 
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ter, If preferred. Garnish with a sprig 
of mint and serve Ice cold. Reaches, 
pears, grapes of various kinds ns well 
as berries mnke splendid possibilities 
for cooktnlls. 

Mutton With Peas. —Tnke a piece of 
lamb or mutton for stewing, simmer In 
boiling water with one small onion 
nnd three cloveH, a pepper com and an 
eighth of a hay leaf, for flavor; when 
tender nnd ready to servo remove the 
meat to n hot platter, prepare the 
grnvy by thickening with flour and but¬ 
ter worked to a paste nnd stirred Into 
the liquor from the inent. Cook until 
smooth, strain snil add two to three 
cupfuls of fresh green pens, cooked 
nnd poured around the meat. The Rea¬ 
soning of salt nnd pepper must he add¬ 
ed before the meat or gravy Is well 
cooked, In order to be well seasoned. 

Salad Chiffonade. —Arrange lettuce, 
pepper grass, tender green mustard 
nnd strips of pimento In a snlnd bowl; 
cover with French dressing and serve 
well chilled. 

Radish Sandwiches. —Wash a dozen 
crisp, fresli radishes nnd chop finely; 
add four nut meats minced and four 
tnblespoonfuls of nmyonnulso dress¬ 
ing, Spread on slices of buttered oat 
hrend. 

Quick Oat Bread. —Tnke two nnd 
one-quarter cupfuls of rolled oats; put 
through the meat grinder; add four 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder, half a 
tenspoonful of salt, one cupful of milk, 
one egg ’well-beaten and two table¬ 
spoon fuls of corn sirup. Bake In n 
greased breadpau 40 minutes. 

Pimento, Egg and Tuna Salad.— 
Mash the yolks of four hard-cooked 
eggs with three-fourths cupful of tuna 
fish, well linked, and n tenspoonful of 
lemon Juice nnd half a teaspoonful of 
salt. To one-third cupful of mayon¬ 
naise dressing add an eighth of n ton- 
spoonful of mustard, a few grains of 
cayenne and a tablespoonful of 
chopped pickles. Add a tenspoonful of 
dissolved gelatin to the mayonnaise 
nnd use to stuff the plmentoes which 
hnve been drained nnd cnrefully wiped. 
Set each In a gein pan until Ailed and 
set; then chill before serving. Slice 
and serve on lettuce. 

“HAVE A HEART." 

The hearts of young animals are all 
easily cooked and mnke u delicious 
meal. Cut Ln slices and 
saute In a little butter, 
conking not too long, 
then serve piping hot. 

Boiled Heart With 
Rice and Raisins.— 
Wash (he heart, remove 
the tubes und gristle, 
cover with boiling wa¬ 
ter and cook ten minutes, then sim¬ 
mer very slowly on the hack of Iho 
stove or in n tireless cooker until ten¬ 
der. Add washed rice, salt nnd pep¬ 
per, using three-fourths of a cupful of 
rice, n tenspoonful of salt, nnd one- 
fourth of a tenspoonful of pepper; cook 
until the rice Is tender. Drain (lie 
liquor from the rice, add three-fourths 
of a cupful of raisins, half a cupful of 
walnuts cut In hits, one nnd one-half 
tnblespoonfuls of lemon Juice, salt and 
pepper to taste and bring to the boil¬ 
ing point. Place the heart ln the cen¬ 
ter of a platter, surround with cooked 
rice, pour nuts and raisins over the 
heart nnd garnish with parsley. 

Kidney a la Pon. —Wash one kidney, 
remove the tough portions and tubes, 
parboil changing the water two or 
three times. Drain, roll In seasoned 
flour and cook ln three tnblespoonfuls 
of drippings. Remove to a hot platter 
and keep warm. Slice four large on¬ 
ions, and cook ln this fnt, remove 
them when yellow to the serving dish. 
Add two cupfuls of boiling water to 
the fat In the pan and add six cooked 
potatoes cut In thick slices. Bring to 
1 the boiling point, add four tablespoon- 
■ fuls of flour mixed with a third of u 
' cupful of cold water. StIr und cook, 
add a teaspoonful of kitchen bouquet, 
with salt und pepper to taste. When 

* the potatoes are thoroughly heated, re¬ 
move them to the platter, reheat the 
kidney sauce and pour over the pota- 

1 toes. Surround with the onions and 
1 serve ut once. 

Puree of Peas. —Took a pint of ten- 

* der green peas anti put through a 
' sieve; add a tablespoonful of butter

lasses. 

Here Is a recipe which Is such an 
old favorite that it needs no recom. 
mendatlon. 

Boston Baked Beans. 

Soak one quart beans and cook until 
tender, but not so soft that they will 
fall apart. If desired, one-fourth 
pound of salt pork may be cooked 
with them. When tender, add one- 
half tenspoonful mustard, one table-, 
spoonful sugar or two tablespoonfuls 
molasses, and one tablesponful salt 
Hake In a covered dish for one and 
one-half hours, leaving them uncov¬ 
ered for the last 15 mlnntes. 

If you have any beans left over why 
not make a loaf that you can serve 
for dinner In place of meat? 

Instead of Meat Loaf. 

Two cupfuls cooked beans. 

One cupful cooked rice. 

One cupful bread crumbs. 

One egg. 

One tablespoonful fat. 

Half tenspoonful salt or one tea¬ 
spoonful If the rice Is unsalted. 

Eighth, tenspoonful paprika. 

Put the beans through a sieve or 
grind In a ment grinder. Mix all the 
Ingredients well. Form Into a loaf 
and bake until brown. Or croquettes 
may be formed, rolled In bread crumbs 
and browned In the oven. Baste fre¬ 
quently with small amounts of liquid 
containing a tablespoonful of fat to 
a cupful of hot water. 

If you don’t "know beans,” try these 
recipes and find out how good they arc.

(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Beans, plenty of them at prices 
much lower than last year, are ready 
to replace higher-priced foods In Amer¬ 
ica’s meals. Only last year the car¬ 
toonists were having fun with the 
humble beun, for it, too, was skyrock¬ 
eting In price, but today it's down— 
wuy down below last yenr’s prices, 
and there’s Joy In other places than 
Boston. 

Reports on bean prices from the 
barenu of markets, department of ag¬ 
riculture, show that beans have drop¬ 
ped 3 to 7 cents a pound at wholesale 
Mined March last year, and In Califor¬ 
nia growers are saying that they will 
not sell If beans go any lower at ship¬ 
ping points. Plentiful supplies are re¬ 
ported in producing sections, and re¬ 
tailers are already selling beans at re¬ 
duced prices In many cities. 

Swat Old Man H. C. L. 

If folks are really going to swnt Old 
Man H. C. L. with low-priced beans, 
officials say, It will result In the use 
of more catsup and chill sauce, which 
menns more tomatoes and peppers, al¬ 
though some prefer ’em with molasses 
and others with vinegar. Of course, 
“Boston baked” will come Into Its own. 

It Is always possible to arouse a dis¬ 
cussion over baked beans, for some 
like them cooked fairly dry, while oth¬ 
ers like them moist: some like mo¬ 
lasses In them and some do not. Each 
fnmlly should try different kinds and 
then stick to the one It likes best. To 
roost New Englunders “Boston Baked 
Beans" means beans cooked In a cov¬ 
ered beun pot for a long time, which 


of cream-colored net and embroidered 
In little bends in pale rose color.

The present styles In afternoon 
gowns play into the hands of many 
women who hnve learned to make one 
frock serve for both afternoon nnd 
evening. They managed very well in 
this same matter during the war, when 
evening dress was taboo, and now 
Paris has dealt the cards so that the 
game becomes easy. There Is a vogue 
for bare arms, or very abbreviated 
sleeves, on French gowns, thnt Is re¬ 
flected here In short sleeves made of 
the sheerest fabrics that merely veil 
the arms. It doesn't take much ma¬ 
neuvering on the part of a clever 
womun to place an afternoon frock of 
this kind In the class of evening gowns. 
The addition of the right accessory— 
the removal of a gulmpe, the arrange¬ 
ment of the coiffure—and the trick Is 
turned. 

An alluring frock for afternoon has 
been presented by a famous Fifth 
avenue house and Is shown at the 
right of the picture above. It Is made

pieces of cheesecloth In two quarts df 
warm water to which one-half cup of 
kprosene has been ndded.

This la 
fastened to an old broom handle or 
used In a clamp mop handle. The 
mop Is dipped Into n solution made of 
ono-half cup melted paraffin nnd one 
cup kerosene, and allowed to dry. To 
keep It moist. It is rolled tight and 
kept In a paper hag, uway from stove 
or lamp.

Have Special Place for Utensils 
Needed in Cleaning. 


Housekeeper Should Select lmpte< 
merits According to Her Own 
Needs and Requirements of 
House—Some Suggestions. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Better equipment and more system¬ 
atic planning help the housekeeper to 
do her cleaning more easily and quick¬ 
ly. It Is well to have a special place 
where cleaning utensils may be ki pt 
In the best condition and ready for In¬ 
stant use, suggests tl'.e department Of 
agriculture. Much time nnd energy Is 
spent in collecting the utensils needed 
for cleaning. 

A closet, cupboard, or wardrobe lu 
the kitchen Is the best place for keeje 
lug the cleaning utensils. A back¬ 
stairs closet is also a good place. One 
end of u buck porch may he inclosed 
and used for such a purpose. The 
closet should have plenty of hooks and 
racks for utensils and a shelf for 
cleauing materials. 

The housekeeper should choose uten¬ 
sils according to her own needs nnd 
according to the requirements of her 
house. Those suggested below are in¬ 
expensive and will help to lighten the 
work of cleaning: 

Bucket with wringer for mopping. 

A piece of inch hoard 15 inches 
square with rollers makes a conve¬ 
nient platform on which to set the 
mop bucket, and permits it to be 
moved easily without lifting.

The public build¬ 
ings nnd shops are ornate with pillars 
and carvings, but their grandeur ex¬ 
tends upward little farther than the 
log hut, of which they are au elabora¬ 
tion. 

Omsk has more than Its share of 
Inwbrenking and crime. The number 
of persons who die Inopportunely there 
Is large enough to Inspire more cau¬ 
tion than bravado In one enjoying a 
nighttime walk through the lanes 
which pass for streets. 

There is a Jail In this rustic metrop¬ 
olis, hut Its inmates ure, us a rule, only 
the most recent malefactors, who have 
been so careless as to be apprehended 
by the wooden-shoed policemen who 
rattle about the streets ut night to as¬ 
sure the city that the law is not sleep¬ 
ing. The majority of those who have 
resorted to violence or stealth to gain 
their ends are always ut large. 

Knowledge of this Is not reassuring, 
hut It adds to the stimulating utmos- 
phere of the Siberian life to wonder 
whether the queer-looking shop clerk 
or waiter who serves you Is u pillar of 
the church or the man who mysterious¬ 
ly made away with a fur trader the 
week before.—“Nik.suh," in Chicugo 
Daily News.

MODERN “PRESS GANG’^ GATHERS UP SAILORS 

U. S. Shipping Board is Sending Par tie* Fram Inland CitJea to th 


Tkia country la witnessing a ple- 
tureeque development of recruiting 
method* by which the new Merchant 
shipe butt by the government are be¬ 
ing manned with American crews. 

Officially conducted parties of lads 
anxious to go to sea are being sent at 
frequent intervals by the U. S. Ship¬ 
ping Hoard from inland cities to sea¬ 
board places where training Bhips are 
maintained for their reception. 

The making up of these parties of 
American boys who want to try the 
adventurous life of a seaman suggests 
by contrast th^old days <d^the "press 
gang” of unsavory memory by which 
the British filled the crews of their 
ships a century ago. The wishes of 


a prerequisite to acceptance is a 
favorable medical examination. Minors 
are- required to Lave the written con¬ 
sent of their parents before they can 
Join the party. 

When a party reaches the limit set 
for it, it departs under escort of an 
official for the nearest seaport at 
which the Shipping Board has a mer¬ 
chant marine training station, the 
fare of each man in the party being 
paid by the government. 

Arriving at a training station of 
the Shipping Board, the young re¬ 
cruits are placed on Ixiard straining 
ship, their names arc put on the ship’s 
payroll, and they are given a blue uni¬ 
form. 

On finishing iwo mouths of Intensive 
training as apprentice seaman, fire¬ 
men or stewards, these young Mer¬ 
chant Mariners are next shipped on 
hoard merchant vessels for deep-sea 
voyage* at full pay for the rating for 
which they have been trained; nameiy, 
865 a month for seaman, |75 a month

After n long illness caused in part 
by injuries received in the railroad 
accident at South Boston a number 
of years ago, William E. Ames pas¬ 
sed ft tv ay at ht« homo on Chard 
street, East Weymouth, ' Thursday 
morning of last week. 

Although almost buried in the ruins 
at the time of the accident, Mr. i 
Ames managed to get out alive, and 
assisted in snving other lives, yet 
he never entirely recovered from the 
shock, and other injuries received. 

Mr. Ames was of Pilgrim stock 
and was born in the historic town of 
Marshfield, B8 years ago. Early in 
life ho came to Weymouth and began 
the study of shoo production ns con¬ 
ducted in our factories, and acquired 
a liberal knowledge of stock and 
labor. For a number of years he 
was foreman of the stitching room 
of Torrey, Curtis and Tfrrell at No. 
Weymouth. There he conceived the 
idea of working into a new line of 
industry connected with the shoe bus¬ 
iness,—that of gold leaf printing, for 
a certain class pt findings anjJ trim 
tilings. This idea culminated in the 
establishment of a plant, and the 
William E. Antes gold leaf printing 
became one of the best known prod¬ 
ucts of the kind In the state. 

Mr. Ames married Nancy M„ 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Eli Has¬ 
kins of East Weymouth, who sur- 
vives him, and their beautiful and 
well appointed home has been the 
centre of social life and charitable 
work. 

Mr. Ames was connected with the 
Methodist church, a true and faith¬ 
ful member and agood worker on its 
board of trustees. Orphans Hope 
lodge, A. F. nnd A. M., also classed 
him as one of its members whom to 
to know was to love and-respect. 

Funeral services were held at his 
late home Saturday afternoon, and 
were largely attended by relatives 
nnd friends. The services were con¬ 
ducted by ',\ev. Frank Kingdon of the 
Methodist church, and the Pilgrim 
male quartette of Boston added to 
the impressive service rendering.

There were many 
beautiful floral tributes. The burial 
was at Fairmount cemetery, and the 
bearers were Arthur Cunningham, 
Charles H. Chubbuck, George L.

® —Separate the white and 

wj yolks of two eggs, beat 

the yolks tint II thick. 

" 1 ‘ Add to them half a cup¬ 

ful of sugar and two tnlilespoonfuls of 
lemon Juice. Take a tcaspoonful of 
baking powder, n pinch of salt and 
one cupful of llrur sifted together. 
Beat the whites, add a half cupful of 
sugar to them, then put the two egg 
mixtures together and Told In tilt! 
flour, very lightly, then add half a 
cupful of water and sprinkle sugar 
over the top of the cake. Bake In an 
ungreased tin thirty minutes. 

Sponge Drops.—Bent five eggs very 
light, then add one cupful of sugar 
and bent again. Add a tcaspoonful of 
lemon extract and fold In one cupful 
of sifted flour. Drop In gem pans 
and bake rnther quickly. 

Potato Cake. —Take one cupful of 
shortening, two cupfuls of stignr. half 
a cupful of milk, one cupful of 
mashed potuto, one cupful of chopped 
nut meats, one-half cupful of sweet 
chocolate, two and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, four eggs, two teaspoonfuls of 
linking powder and one-half tenspoon- 
ful each of cinnamon, cloves and ull- 
splce. Best when a few weeks old. 

Chill Stew.—Take one and one-half 
pounds of steak put through the ment 
grinder. Heat one and one-half table- 
spoonfuls of butter and the same of 
olive oil. Add six tablespoonfuls of 
chopped onion, four cloves of garlic; 
fry until a light brown. While frying 
add one and one-half tablespoonfuls 
of Worcestershire sauce and three 
teaspoonfuls of chill powder, stirring 
well. Pour Into the pan enough water 
to eover the bottom and then add the 
meat, almost covering with water. Cook 
for fifteen minutes slowly, then add 
three cupfuls of canned tomato and 
two teaspoonfuls of salt. Blend one 
nnd one-half tablespoonfuls of flour 
with n little tomato Juice and add to 
the stew. Put Into a casserole and 
bake In the oven for hn hour. Serve 
with rice or boiled noodles.

A French propnrntlon for soup son- 
son'ng which Is considered very choice 

H is this: Two ounces each 
of sweet marjoram, pars¬ 
ley, savory, thyme and 
lemon peel and one ounce 
of sweet basil. The herbs 
are tilled, the peel Is also 
dried nnd all ground and 
sifted together until well 
mixed. This powder, If 
cnreiYifly corkf-d lu u bottle will keep 
Indefinitely. Use It Rpnrlngly. 

Ever-Lasting Yeast.—Tie three yeast 
cukes (the dry variety) In a cheese 
clolh, add one quart of potato water, 
three tablespoonfuls of sugar nnd let 
stand twelve hours. Remove the 
yeast nnd place In a glass Jar well 
covered but not sealed. Use one cup¬ 
ful of the well-stirred yeast for six 
loaves of bread. Once or twice n 
week till the jar with potato water 
(about the amount of liquid removed). 
No more yeast Is added. This will 
keep for years If directions are care¬ 
fully followed. If not enough yeast Is 
used to renew with potato water tnke 
out some each time the potato water 
is added. This Is the food which 
feeds the yeast plants nnd they will 
keep on growing. 

Chutney—This Is a famous concoc¬ 
tion well liked by our English cousins. 
This Is the season to prepare It for 
winter use. Chop nnd cook together 
two hours twelve apples, skins not 
removed, two green peppers, one 
onion, one cupful of raisins, one cup¬ 
ful of sugar, one pint of vinegar, the 
Juice of a lpmon. one-half tnblespoon- 
ful of ginger nnd one-half tnblespoon- 
ful of salt. Put In marmalade Jnrs or 
seal like Jelly. 

Olive Oil Pickles. —Take one hun¬ 
dred small cucumbers, three pints of 
small onions, one pint of olive oil, one 
ounce of celery seed, one-fourth 
pound of white mustard seed, one 
ounce of white pepper. Slice the un¬ 
peeled cucumbers, cover with one and 
two-thirds cupfuls of salt, let stand 
three hours. Slice the onions nnd let 
them stand in cold water three hours, 
then drain nnd mix with the oil and 
spices. Pack Into Jars and fill the Jars 
with good vinegar. Good to eat Id 
. ten days.

Two 
pairs of these of substantial lenther 
nnd comfortable heels must be worn 
alternately nnd maintained In good re¬ 
pair, for the sake of appearance nnd 
economy. Women who are experi¬ 
enced In buying get two pairs on the 
same last nt one time, nnd t\»o pnlrs 
of high shoes with one of low ought to 
see one through a year for street 
wear. Before they are put on the 
feet they should be re-enforced nt the 
heels, If the wearer is Inclined to wear 
them off nt one side. The point Is 
Umt they must he maintained lu ftrst- 


When In Doubt at to What a Hot Weather Appetite Craves, Serve Fruit.

With fresh fruit In plenty the house¬ 
keeper's problem of what to serve for 
dessert should not prove difficult. She 
can take n vacation from dessert mnk- 
Ing and nt the same time serve her 
family with delicious, refreshing des¬ 
serts. Make the most of the fresh 
fruit while It Ih In season. All ripe 
fruits contain sugnr nnd by using It 
the craving for sweets can be sutlsfled 
without using much cane sugnr. The 
family will be better off without rich 
desserts for n time. 

Whnt better dessert Is needed thnn 
n slice of cold watermelon or n half of 
a delicious cantaloupe? It Is mere cus¬ 
tom that makes people feel thnt a bowl 
of fresh fruit—pears, penche* or 
plums—arc not ns good served In their 
native stnte for dinner ns they ure for 
breakfast. A return to simpler des¬ 
serts would he of advantage both from 
a dietetic nnd economic standpoint. 

But, a voice protests, “we grow tirefl 
of fresh fruit day after day." For the 
person who wishes a change from 
fresh fruit, the following desserts may 
please. They are easily mode and ns 
easily digested—two good points dur¬ 
ing the hot senson. They may be used 
to nlternnte with the dessert of un¬ 
cooked fruit. 

Baked Pear*. 

Select firm pears, hnlve nnd remove 
the seeds. Put In a baking pan with 
u little water, cover nnd simmer over 
n low flame until pnrtlnlly tender. AdtT 
one tablespoonful of corn sirup or one 
teaspoonful of sugar to each pear half, 
nnd transfer the dish to the oven, al¬ 
lowing the pears to hake slowly until 
tender. A piece of ginger root nmy he 
cooked with the pears in the sirup If 
the flavor Is desired. I’enrs baked In 
this way, cooked down until the sirup 
Is very thick, are delicious served with 
« cornstarch mold. This may be sweet¬ 
ened with sirup also. 

| Baked Peaches. 

Select firm peaches, wash carefully 


to remove the fuzz, nnd cook whole 
without removing the stones. Add n 
little water nnd cook until the peaches 
are somewhat tender. Split, add one 
tnhlespoonful of corn Blrup nnd hake 
In the oven, or add one teaspoonful of 
sugar for ench half peach. 

Baked Apples. 

Whole apples with the cores re¬ 
moved muy be cooked In the same 
way. The hole left after the core has 
been removed may he filled with 
raisins und nuts if desired. 

Snow Pudding. 

This dessert Is very attractive for a 
summer day: 

3 tablespoonfuls gel- Pinch salt. 

atln. 1 cupful corn sirup. 

2 tablespoonfuls cold >4 cupful lemon 
water. Juice. 

1 cupful boiling wa- 3 egg whites, 
ter. 1 cupful of coconut. 

Soften the gelatin In the cold water. 
Let It stand ten minutes. Add boiling 
water, cool, ndd coconut. Let It stand 
In Ice wnter until It begins to congeal. 
Mix Into the gelatin the well-beaten 
egg whites to which the sirup has been 
added. Let It stand until firm. The 
coconut may be omitted if desired. 
Serve with cream or with a very thin 
custard. 

Baked Bananas. 

Baked bananus served with rnlsln 
sauce make n good dessert. Select firm 
bananas. Remove the skins and split 
lengthwise. Place In u pun and coat 
over with corn sirup. Buke until the 
bananas nre soft. Serve hot with a 
raisin sauce made as follows:

It would be especially humiliating to 
have to ask the assent of the Gerninn 
natlonnl assembly. Senator Fall 
called the president’s atientlon to the 
fuct that Gernmny Is not to be an 
original member of the league and 
consequently any amendments to the 
covenant proposed before her admis¬ 
sion would not be submitted to her. 
Mr. \Vll 90 n admitted this was true 
und that the point had not occurred 
to him, but he Insisted that Germany 
already has a relationship to the 
league nnd that It was the plun to 
admit her Immediately. 

As for article 10, the crux of the 
whole fight, President Wilson Inter¬ 
preted It as follows: If the league 
calls on the United States to send 
troops abroad to preserve the terri¬ 
torial Integrity of another member 
state from external aggression, the 
United States will be under an abso¬ 
lutely compelling mornl obligation, 
though not a legal obligation, to com¬ 
ply. But the league cannot call on 
the United States for such aid unless 
the American member votes bis ap¬ 
proval In accord with American pub¬ 
lic sentiment. 

After it was all over, Senator Hitch¬ 
cock said the president bad clarified 
many Involved questions in a wonder¬ 
ful niunner and thut speedy ratifica¬ 
tion would be the result. Senator 
Lodge said Mr. Wilson hnd not given 
them much renl Information and that 
the admissions he had made had vin¬ 
dicated the criticisms leveled at the 
league covenant. Between these ex¬ 
tremes stand the “mild reservatlon- 
Ists." To capture their votes, Senntor 
Pltttnnn of Nevada took the reserva¬ 
tions they advocate, called them “In¬ 
terpretations or understandings,” nnd 
put them Into a resolution which he 
presented to the senate for its adop¬ 
tion npart from the resolution of rati¬ 
fication. He asserted that he was act¬ 
ing with the president’s approval,, 
whereupon Senator Hitchcock, admin¬ 
istration leader, felt himself Ignored 
nnd showed thut Plttmun’s resolution 
was not much to his liking. The op¬ 
ponents of the covenant were brutal¬ 
ly outspoken In condemning the reso¬ 
lution. In the course of the lively de¬ 
bate Mr. Pittman admitted that the 
League of Nations was "hardly more 
thun a meeting place where the con¬ 
census of the civilized world may he 
obtained and Its morul force brought 
to bear." 

“If you’ll write that Into the league 
covenant there will be no difficulty 
about Us ratification,” Interrupted 
Senator Reed of Missouri (Detn.). 


Relations With Mexico Strained 
When U. S. Troops Cross Bor¬ 
der in Chase of Bandits. 


The new German constitution has 
Just gone Into effect, nnd a summary 
of It has been made public In Amer¬ 
ica. It seems to be In most respects 
an ndmirable document, designed to 
establish and innlnltfln a moderate 
nnd commendable form of republican 
government, more strongly centralized 
thun our own. The powers of the 
president are very great. The equal¬ 
ity of all men and women before the 
law is asserted, and titles of nobility 
nre abolished except “ns a part of a 
person's name.” It is noticeable, how¬ 
ever, that Germany is still called an 
empire. It may be added, ns a matter 
of Interest, that the former kaiser has 
just bought a place of residence In 
Holland, und that current reports of 
his fast falling health nre flatly con¬ 
tradicted by a correspondent who sees 
William nearly every day.

Treaty With Senate Foreign Rela¬ 
tions Committee, Without Vis¬ 
ible Result—Progress of 
the War on Profiteer* 
and Hoarders.

MADE ATTRACTIVE BY VINES 


How Rapid-Growing Plants Will Hide 
Bare Appearance of Garden 
Flower Box.

Relations with Mexico flured up 
again alurmlngly lust week and the 
smnteur and unofficial prophets freely 
predicted that we would he at war 
with our southern neighbor within a 
short time/ Once more American 
troops have crossed the border, with¬ 
out asking permission of Carranza, for 
the purpose of capturing Mexlcnns 
who hnve committed outrages against 
American citizens nnd for whose ue- 
tlons the whiskered one says he can¬ 
not be held responsible. 

The capture and holding for ransom 
of the two army aviators who had lost 
their way was the act of a small band 
of bandits, hut the administration nt 
Washington shows a growing Inclina¬ 
tion to step ncross the border and 
“clean things up” If the federal govern¬ 
ment of Mexico cannot do the Job. It 
appeurs thnt a stern warning was Is¬ 
sued some time ago to Carranza, to 
whlcl^he replied at length, stutlng thnt 
his government would do and was do¬ 
ing all In Its power to protect the lives 
and property of foreigners In Mexico. 
In tills case of the captured aviators— 
•who were released on payment of part 
of the ransom—federal troops were 
sent nfter the offenders. The Ameri¬ 
can punitive expedition consisted of 
part of the Eighth cavalry, aided by 
some array flyers. They caught two 
bandits und killed four others who 
opened fire on them when surrounded. 

Under instructions from his govern¬ 
ment, Ambassador Bonillas entered 
protest against the “Invasion" und de¬ 
manded the Immediate withdrawal of 
the troops. The reply, drafted by Pres¬ 
ident Wilson, was a flat refusul to 
comply with the demand. The 
press of Mexico City was aroused lo 
loud protest. One or two of the pa¬ 
pers there, however, realize ttie seri¬ 
ousness of the situation that lias been 
created by the numerous outrages 
ugulnst foreigners and udmit thut un¬ 
less Carranza radically changes his 
policies lie will Invite disaster to him¬ 
self and to Mexico. 

In the United States lndignutlon Is 
h.v no means confined to the border 
states or to those who huve suffered, 
liiiutielully or otherwise, at the hands 
of Ihe Mexicans. The demand Is gen¬ 
eral thut our government give to 
American citizens everywhere the full 
protection to which they are entitled, 
•ind there Is a feeling thut unless It 
does so our membership In the 
l.eague of Nations would be farcical.

Uncle Sam's war against the prof¬ 
iteers nnd hoarders went on steadily 
If not so swiftly as the victims of the 
H. C. of L. might hav i hoped. The 
ultimate consumer hailed with en¬ 
thusiasm the assertion by Attorney 
General Palmer that the small retail¬ 
ers as well as the big retailers and 
the wholesalers are going to feel the 
heavy hand of the department of Jus¬ 
tice. He appeared before the house 
committee on agriculture to discuss 
proposed amendments to the food con¬ 
trol act, and argued against a pro¬ 
vision that would exempt from prose¬ 
cution us profiteers those retailers 
who do an nnnunl business beiow 
$100,000. Many of the complaints of 
extortionate prices, he suld, are 
against the small dealers and he add¬ 
ed he would feel hopeless If he were 
restricted to the larger dealers. Mr. 
Palmer also asked the committee to 
withdraw the proposed provision giv¬ 
ing the president authority to fix 
prices. This, he said, he considered 
unnecessary and calculated to provoke 
too much discussion. The only amend¬ 
ments he favored were one extending 
the scope of the act to include wear¬ 
ing apparel and containers of foods, 
feeds and fertilizers, and orie impos¬ 
ing a penalty of $5,000 or Imprison¬ 
ment for two years for profiteering. 

The grent quantities of foodstuffs 
which have been seized In various 
cities by the agents of the department 
of justice will not he placed on the 
murket until proper court proceedings 
have been completed. Mennwhllt* the 
government Is disposing of Its vast 
surplus army stores practically at 
cost, and the way In which hundreds 
of thuusumls of people struggle for u 
chance to buy these commodities is 
sufficient evidence of their need.

Paris correspondents predict that 
the peace conference will udjourn 
within two or three weeks und that 
when it reassembles In November or 
December the United States will not 
he represented unless In the meantime 
the senate shull have ratified the 
treaty and decided that we shall ac¬ 
cept inundates. The work for the con¬ 
ference after It reconvenes will be the 
partition of Turkey und the settle¬ 
ment of the Thracian and Adriatic 
questions. If the United States does 
not take part in these, both Italy und 
Greece expect to win their demands, 
for the Americans are now their only 
opponents. As to Thrace, the Amer¬ 
ican delegation Insists on the creation 
of a buffer state that will give Bul¬ 
garia access to the sea. The Greeks 
and Turks, who make up the bulk of 
the population of Dedeagatcli dis¬ 
trict, Involved In this plan, are bitter¬ 
ly opposed to the continuation of any¬ 
thing like Bulgarian rule there aud 
are reported to be preparing to resist 
it by arms. It is not the intention of 
the peace conference to leuve any part 
of Thrace in the possession of Bul¬ 
garia. 

The council of five hopes that the 
Atisiriau treaty will he signed within 
a week. It also Is feeling optimistic 
about Hungary, wtiere a new coalltlou 
cabinet lias been formed, und thinks 
it may soon be able to recognize the 
government at Budapest and present 
the Hungarian treaty for signature. 

The week’s news from Russia was 
somewhat more encouraging, for Ad¬ 
miral Kolchak appeared to have 
siop|ied ids retreat and to have 
cheeked the pursuing bolshevists. 
The red forces were ousted from 
Odessa, and lost ground in some other 
regions: In the Guif of Finland a 
British fleet encountered a number of

places to restore order, which they 
did. 


Which brings us to the second great 
event of the week, the unprecedented 
meeting of the senate commltiee on 
foreigu relations with 1'resident Wilson 
in the White House for the elucldu- 
itlon of many points in connection 
with the peace treaty and league 
covenant.

Practically all of the high- 
grade leather imported into China for 
use In shoes comes from the United 
States, while the lasts are made In 
Japan and are copies of staple Ameri¬ 
can styles.

T FIE American Federation of La¬ 
bor held an annual convention 
at Columbus, O.. December 8-12, 
1886. At this session the officers re¬ 
ported the following: 

“At the fourth session of the federa¬ 
tion a resolution was adopted making 
the first Monday In September of each 
year labor’s national holiday and rec¬ 
ommending Its observance by wage¬ 
workers generally throughout the 
country. Tills met with response that 
exceeded the most sanguine expecta¬ 
tions. In our great manufacturing und 
distributing centers thousands of 
workingmen marched In procession 
nnd participated in the festivities of 
the picnic grounds, where the most 
skilled mechanics nnd workers In pro¬ 
fessions nnd inborers united in n com¬ 
mon celebrntion, exchanging friendly 
fratcrnnl greetings while they listened 
to the champions of labor discussing 
the economic and political questions of 
the day. The good effects of this are 
so well understood that we recommend 
Its more general observance still until 
It shall be as uncommon for a man to 
work on that day ns on Independence 
day.” 

Nearly nil of the states in the Union 
now have statutes making the Hrst 
Monday in September a legal holiday, 
thus observing Labor day. 

In order that there he no misunder¬ 
standing with reference to the action 
of congress in enacting legislation 
upon this subject it is well to state 
that the law passed by congress June 
28, 1894, described above, as making 
Labor day a national holiday only pro¬ 
vided that Lnbor day should he ob¬ 
served in the District of Columbia, as 
well as the then territories.

CLEANLINESS IS 
OF IMPORTANCE 

It Is Proper Attention to Little 
Things That Adds Years of 
Service to Car. 

LIST OF COMMON TROUBLES 


Each Part #f Machine Will Operate 
Better, Wear Longer and Give 
Lest Trouble If It Is Kept 
Clean and Free From Grit. 

What troubles occur most frequent¬ 
ly on the road? Let us make n list of 
the ailments which most frequently 
aflllct the automobile while it is serv¬ 
ing our pleasure. This done, we will 
consider what the careful owner can 
do to eliminate them as far ns possl- 
hle. If we leave out of consideration 
skids and collisions, which are either 
unavoidable or the result of sheer 
carelessness or negligence, we have 
the following list of common trou¬ 
bles; Ignition trouble, carburetor 
trouble, broken rear nxlo, burnt-nut 


“Know your car” is the slogan of the 
modern motorist. A well-groomed 
car means money In your pocket. 

engine bearings, slipping clutch, 
stripped transmission gears, universal 
joint troubles and stripped differen¬ 
tial gears. It Is quite a formidable 
list, and nine out of ten owners, whose 
cars are towed into garages, can 
charge the resulting expense to one 
of the above Items. 

"Cleanliness Is next to godliness.”, 
hut ns applied to the automobile, 
cleanliness comes first and Is all-im¬ 
portant. Each part of your car will 
operate better, wear longer and give 
less trouble if It Is kept clean and 
free from grit. Careful cleaning also 
Involves inspection, for the two go 
hand In hand. When you clean the 
dirt out of corners with kerosene nnd 
a brush you may discover that an oil 
pipe which feeds an important bear¬ 
ing Is broken; a loose taper pin In 
the pump or magneto shaft; a missing 
greaso cup und countless other 


things. During the writer’s experience 
of 14 years he has yet to see an own¬ 
er. who kept the working pnrts of his 
enr absolutely clean, experience seri¬ 
ous trouble on tfte road. 

Returning home after a long ride, 
the first thing you should do Is to re¬ 
move the dust. During the entire trip 
the carburetor has been drawing dust- 
laden air Into the hot-nlr tube. Clean 
It out nnd keep It clean. 

When you fill the tank, strnln the 
gasoline. The man rtt the gnsollno 
station may tell you that It Isn’t nec¬ 
essary, hut strnln It Just the same. 
Clean the vacuum tank strainer and 
cxnmlnc the pipes to see if they nre 
being chafed by rubbing on the 
chassis. Bo careful when you wash 
the cnr. Some carburetors nre so 
plnced that there Is dnnger of filling 
them with water. 

1’erhnps you would like to know 
how nil this attention to detail can 
prevent the unexpected breaking of a 
renr axle. What causes a rear axle to 
break? For one thing, It Is had for 
the rear axle nnd for everything else 
to Jerk along on three cylinders If 
you should be running on four. If 
the clutch docs not engage properly, 
you are throwing n sudden load on 
the axle, n sudden shock which has a 
tendency to twist It off. The writer 
knows of many cases In which the 
axle has booh brftken by letting In 
the clutch suddenly In nn effort to got 
out of a mudhole or a snow hank. 
Don’t neglect the clutch. It can he 
kept soft and smooth In operation 
without slipping, find then, when you 
engage It, there will he no sudden 
shock. Save the cnr all you can from 
Jolts and Jars by using the brakes. 

Universal joints fairly cry for 
grease and attention. Unless you heed 
the warning at once, It is too late to 
save them, for they are worn nnd 
will ever after rattle. Invest In a 
creeper or hunt up some old clothes 
nnd go for a tour under your car. It 
Isn’t necessary to do It very of fen, hut 
It Is a groat, deal hotter to explore 
the under part of tho cnr at your 
leisure In the garage than under com¬ 
pulsion on the road. 

You will be amply repaid for your 
trouble, and, while cleaning nnd ad¬ 
justing the universal joints under 
your <5ar, seize the opportunity to put 
some oil on tho brake toggles nnd 
equalizer.—By G. F. Collins In Pop¬ 
ular Science Monthly. 

RAISE BATTERY OUT OF CAR 

Admirable Lifter May Be Made by 
Having Harness Snaps Riveted 
on Leather Strap.

There ure only two other places where 
one may enjoy the spectacle of large 
geysers. One of these is New Zea¬ 
land uud the other Iceland; but both 
displays combined cannot equul Yel¬ 
lowstone's either In the iiumber or the 
size of the geysers. 

Yellowstone has dozens of geysers 
of many kinds. They range In size 
from the little spring that spurts a 
few laches every minute to the mou- 
stei that hurls hundreds of feet In the 
air evtry six or eight weeks. Muuy 
spout at fairly regular Intervals of 
miuules or hours or days. Others 
are notably Irregular, und those In¬ 
clude most of the lar/vst. Old Faith 
fill won Its name and reputation by 
its regularity; It Is the only one of the 
group of monsters which lives up to 
its time-table. Its period ranges fioin 
intervals of about 55 minutes, In sea¬ 
sons following winters of heavy snow, 
to SO or 85 minutes in seasons follow¬ 
ing winters ot light snow.

An earlier letter mentioned In the 
Rlble was written by a niun und was 
equully detestable. When we remem¬ 
ber the contents nnd the purpose of 
David's letter to Joab, how it did for 
Uriah whut Jezebel did for Naboth, 
nnd from u worse motive, we could 
huve wished of this too that It hud 
never been preserved. 

The writing of letters has proved to 
he disastrous to more than one man, 
and they hnve brought downfall to 
many. Every one should he careful 
of what they write. Good letters, like 
good thoughts, bring buck good tilings.

Boston, July.-—The train Service 
Department of tho Y.M.C..A. In Paris 
served 749,581 members of the A.K.F. 
In the first four months. 

On the Train Service Department 
of the Y.M.C.A. devolves the duty of 
not only welcoming all members of 
the A.E.F. upon their arrival in Paris 
but being sure that they are properly 
entrained and comfortably fixed at the 
time of their departure. This Depart¬ 
ment i« being directed by James G. 
Connor, a newspaper man of Phila¬ 
delphia. When taken over by him, the 
porsonnel consisted of six Y workers 
and a Ford caxnlonette, with a capa¬ 
city of twelve persons. Since thnt 
time, the work has developed so rap¬ 
idly that the personnel has been 
Increased to thirty mem, besides n 
Director and an Assistant, and twelve 
large army trucks are necessary for 
transportation purposes. 

The gares covered by the Train 
Service Department, are St. Lazaro. 
Montparnasse, Austerlitz, Lyon, Or- 
say, Nord and Est. These stations 
are covered by Y workers from 6 
o’clock A. M. until 12 Midnight and 
It Is the dnty of these men to heartily 
receive members of the A.E.F., both 
casuals and those on leave, direct 
them to the Red Cross canteens at the 
stations for totals, if they so desire, 
and place them on the trucks for trans¬ 
portation to the various Y.M.C.A. and 
Red Cross hotels located In Paris, for 
their Btay while here. In addition to 
this work, the men have been dis¬ 
pensing cigarettes, chocolate and 
gum, which they have carried in large 
quantities In musette bags, selling 
them to the boys at cost price, and in 
some Instances distributing them gra¬ 
tuitously, when discretion premits 
them to d 3 so. 

These Y welfare workers are also 
equipped to answer all sorts of ques¬ 
tions put to them by the members of 
the A.B.F. That an idea may be gath- 
ored of the fund of information tha< 
thcvmust^have at hand, a few of the 
qu^MioriiTasked might be mentioned 
here: ** ' "* 

“Where can I buy Kodak films?" 

“Where Is Wanamaker’s ?’’ 

“Where Is an American dentist?” 

“Where is the Odd Fellows Lodge?” 

"Where are the base hospitals?” 

“Where is Tiffany’s?" 

“What is the rate of German ex¬ 
change?” 

"Where can I change Swiss mon¬ 
ey?” ,^ v . 

"What hoars are the Louvre open?” 

In the past four months difficulty 
has been .experienced in properly 
housing the three quarters of a million 
men. Along these lines, Col. L. H 
McKinlay, Welfare Officer, U. S. 
Army, and Mr. Connor, have worked 
out a plan for the establishing of a 
Central Regulating Bureau the pur 
pose of which will be to ascertain the 
.-vumber of beds available at tho Y.M.C 
A. and Red Cross Hotels in Paris, and. 
through an intercommunicating tele¬ 
phone system between the Directing 
Office, Central Regulating Bureau, the 
R.T.O. Offices at the Gares and til 
Hotels keep a complete record of 
such accommodations which will be 
corrected every two hours of the time 
between 6 A. M. and Midnight. It i- 
thought that this regulating system 
will do away with troubles hereto 
fore faced by the "Doughboy" when 
upon arriving in Paris, he finds that 
he is unable to obtain sleeping quar¬ 
ters. Booths for the dissemination o 
information have been established at 
five of the seven Gares in Paris. These 
booths are adequately equipped with 
all sorts of literature bearing on the 
hotels canteens, theatres, places that 
the Y operates for the entertainment 
of the hoys. Religious Services, Sight¬ 
seeing Trips, ,md all other data that 
is of interest to the soldier visiting 
Paris. 

The Train Service Department has 
been congratulated by United States 
Army Officials oa the work It has car¬ 
ried oat. Its Directing Office is at 
46, rue Hoiasy-d’Anglas.

LOST ART OF PUNCTUATION 


Criticism Is Made That Modem 

Writers Seem to Constitute a Law 
Unto Themselves. 

A late book is devoted to the nrt of 
punctuation. It is certainly needed, for 
punctuation as a habit has become ul- 
inost universally neglected, remarks 
the Columbus Ohio State Journal. The 
use of the comma, the semicolon, the 
colon, the dash and the Interrogation 
and exclamation points seem to go It 
alone without any rules or guidance. 
Every writer is a rule unto himself 
and he scutters the points in any wuy 
he sees tit. Now, the author of the 
hook does not stop with suggesting 
rules for the correct use of points, hut 
Impresses us with the Idea that the 
most Important use of pointing Is to 
give explicit meaning to the paragraph. 
But there Is so much writing done 
these days that very little regard is 
paid to either of these objects. We see 
noted authors often producing pages 
of manuscript without a single point, 
while others fill their writings with the 
points so thnt any dozen words or more 
are marshaled behind a comma or a 
semicolon or something. It is more 
comfortable to read after the lutter 
thun the former, for one cun usually 
depend upon the points to get ut the 
meaning of the author. We find fre¬ 
quently writers who do not seem to 
think there Is such a thing as punctua¬ 
tion. who might do better, If they do 
not know the rules, to resort to a 
punctuation of their own. It will not 
always hurt a inuuuscrlpt to do this. 
Sometimes a pointed paragraph needs 
points.

Most of Mr. Potter's bowle knives, 
Including the one he purchased for 
the duel nnd others sent to him after 
the affair, are now on exhibit In the 
State Historical museum, Madison.
